ASHINGTON, Jan. 
W Bonaparte today di- 

rected that a bill In equity be 
filed to set aside the control of 
the Union Pacific Railroad Company 
and its subsidiary corporations of the 
Southern Pacific and the San Pedro, 
Los Angeles and Salt Lake roads, and 
also to have declared illegal the own- 
ership by the Union Pacific or the Ore- 
gon Short Line of stock in the Sante 
Fé, the Great Northern and the North- 
ern Pacific, all of said lines bcing com- 
petitors of the Union Pacific. 

The Attorney-General today issued 
an official statement to this effect, 
which, after referring to the extended 
investigation by the Interstate Com- 
merce Commission into the relations 
existing between the various lines of 
railroads engaged in the transconti- 
nental traffic, says: 

“From the evidence so adduced and 
from independent investigations, the 
department has arrived at the conclu- 
sion that the stockhoiding of the Union 
Pacific and its subsidiary companies 
in the other corporations mentioned 
above is in direct violation of the Sher- 
man act. 

CvASIDERED IMPORTANT. 

“The department regards the suit as 
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“Aside from the railroad companies 
above named, the other defendants in 
the suit are the Farmers’ Loan and 
Trust Company of New York, which ts 
the depository of all the stock required 
to give proxies to such persons as 
may be named by Mr. Harriman and 
Mr. Clark for a period of years. There 
are also the following individual] de- 
fendants,. who are alleged to have con- 
ceived and carried out the conspiracy 
complained of; to wit: 

“E. H. Harriman, Jacob H. Schiff, 
Otro H. Kahn, James Stillman, Henry 
Cc. Frick, Henry H. Rogers and Wil- 
liam A. Clark.” 

AS TO CRIMINAL ACTION, 

While naming the individual defend- 
ants, the statement makes no men- 
tion of any intention to prosecute any 
of these officials ~ersonally in any 
criminal procedings. The statement 
continues: 

“It appears by the testimony in the 
possession of the department that a 
combination was formed about the 
beginning of the year 1901 by E. H. 
Harriman of New York, the president 
of the Union Pacific, and certain of 
his associates, for the purpose of ob- 
taining a monoply of ail transconti- 
nental business. 

“The first move was the acquisition 
of sufficient stock of the Southern Pa- 
cific company to insure its control. 
That company owned a line of railroad 
extending from New Orleans and points 
in Texas on tide water through Cali- 
fornia to Portland, Or.; also another 

e from Ogden, Utah, to San Fran- 
cisco. The Southern Pacific had been 
for years one of the principal competi- 
tors of the Union Pacific. As the re- 
sult of such control by stock o\ nership 
the management of the two companies 
had been amalgamated, and since 1902 
a majority of the board of directors of 
the Southern Pacific have been mem- 
bers of the board of directors of the 
Union Pacific. Competition between 
the two companies has been substan- 
tialiy eliminated.

patch.) Ouida, the once famous 

novelist, whose “Moths,” “Under 
Two Flags,” “Strathmore,” and other 
books widely read in England and 
America, twenty years ago, died in 
poverty last night at the home of her 
faithful maid, Isolina Cervala, near 
Florence. Her death was due mainly 
to old age although the end was 
doubtless hastened by the privations 
she had been compelled to undergo 
in recent years and which had brought 
on heart disease. 

From the utmost luxury which she 
enjoyed for years, she had been re- 
duced to an annual pension of $750 
granted by the British government, 
She had no financial ability and it fre- 
quently happened that she was penni- 
less within a day of receiving her pit- 
tance. Until] the last she shared her 
food with her faithful dogs, to whom 
she was passionately devoted, and 
who, with her loyal servant, repre- 
sented about al! the friends the once 
powerful woman retained. 

Her real name was Loulse De La 
Ramee and she began writing stories 
when 6 years of age. Later in life 
she met a faithless lover and her ex-

FAVOR WOMAN SUFFRAGE. 
INDIANAPOLIS (Ind.) Jan. 


The Story is told of her novel 
“Friendship.” Practically itt is the 
biography of the man who cast her 
aside for a younger and more beauti- 
ful woman. In revenge she made him 
the hero of the novel—a weak, waver- 
ing, unromantic and despicable hero at 
best. 

One remarkable trait of her charac- 
ter was her unexplained hatred for 
Americans—her best and most liberal 
patrons. She hated them with a 
hatred that went with her to her dy- 
ing bed and she never missed an op- 
portunity to hold them up to ridicule 
and caricature. 

In July of this year attention was 
called to the fact that she was in such 
dire poverty that she was in peril of 
starving. The British government 
then decided to pension her, but the 
ravages of want and sorrow had made 
such inroads upon her health that she 
steadily declined. Only a few years 
ago she occupied’ the pinnacle of fame 
and money rolled in at the bid of her 
pen in a golden stream. Crowned 
heads and famous diplomats paid her 
homage. Then she sank into obscurity 
and poverty, and expired alone among 
strangers in a strange land. 

Oulda was completely biind in one 
eye, and the other was badly affected 
through her having suffered so much 
from exposure and privation. During 
the last few months of her life, she 
was compelled at times to sleep in the 
open air when unable to pay for a 
night's lodging. The immediate cause 
of death is set down as asthma, com- 
plicated by heart disease. 

Oulda had a passionate fondness for 
dogs, and up to the last was sur- 
rounded by many of them, depriving 
herself of even the necessities of life 
in order to feed them. 

The Minister of Instruction had sent 
her on several occasions recently sev- 
eral contributions which had been sub- 
reribed for her ‘aid. 

Ouida was the author’s childish mis- 
pronunciation of her name, Louise de 
la Ramee, She was. born at Bury St. 
Edmunds itn Suffolk, England, in 1840. 
Her father was English and her moth- 
er French, which partially accounts 
for her strange temperament. While 
she was yet quite young, her parents 
quarreled and separated. Ouida went 
to France with her mother for a time, 
and was educated in several countries. 
She spoke French, English, Italian 
and German, and had a reading knowl- 
edge of other European tongues. 

At a very early age, Ouida displays 
the talent which later brought her 
fame and temporary wealth. She told 
wonderful fairy stories to her young 
companions, and it is related that she 
even wrote a story at the tender age 
of 6 years. Her first published novel 
was “Held tn Bondage,” which was 
issued in 1863. Having found her pow- 
er, the facility of composition, which 
was one of her distiriguishing literary 
traits, enabled her to produce novel 
after novel in an almost unbroken 
stream. 

Over forty novels were the product 
of her pen from 1863 to 1901. These 
were: “Held in Bondage,” 1863, 
“Strathmore,” 1865; “Chandos,” 1866; 
“Under Two Flags,” 1867; “Idalia,” 
1867; “Tricotrin,” 1869; “Puck,” .1870:

Unquestionably one of the obstacles 
in the Presnlential path of Gev.

If he clears 
up the situation there seems io be littl 
doubt that he will be Secretary Taft's 
most formidable rival. 

Friends of Mr. Taft seem to expect 
that Gov. Hughes will decline to go 
into such matters as corporation con- 
trol and railway regulation. The 
Governor is a New Yorker and a part 
of his strength there has been that con- 
tributed by the conservatives. The 
Taft followers believe the Governor 
will not dare to alienate the conserva. 
tive New Yorker, even though by so 
doing he might bring to his standard 
a stronger numerical following. 

Not one of the Republican leaders, 
as far as known, has the vaguest idea 
what Gov. Heghes will say. They 
would give much to know, and no one 
probably would give more than would 
Mr. Roosevelt. The President resents 
bitterly, so it is said, what. he con- 
siders an insinvat'on tn Hughes's 
letter a day or two ago that official 
patronage was used to promote § the 
fortunes of a favorite Presidentiat 
candidate. 

The Presiient has met insinuation 
and public charges in a characteristic 
way by denying their truth and by tak- 
ing an aggressive attitude to show the 
people that they are untrue. If Mr. 
Hughes ways nothing next Friday 
strongly in fever of what are known as 
the Poosevelt policies there will prob.

OFFER LAND FOR TESTS. 


Proposition at Brawley in Interest of 
Project for Government Experi - 
ment Station. 
BRAWLEY, Jan. 24.—The Bureau of 
Plant Industry of the Department of 
Agriculture will be asked to establish 
a& government experiment station near 
Brawley. Citizens here are formulat- 
ing a proposition which will be pre- 
sented to Prof. Swingle, head of the 
department of plant life history, at his 
visit to the Imperial Val- 

ey. 

It is proposed to donate to the gov- 
ernment for experiment work lands 
which will be ready-make “sunken 
gardens,” such as it has been proposed 
tO create in the sand dunes near Indio. 
A tract adjoining New River. near 
Brawley, is in view for the purpose, 
and it is said to be suitable for date 
culture under the proposed system of 
conserving the heat by using sunken 
pits for the trees. At an abrupt bend 
in the river there is a tract lying about 
thirty feet below the general surface 
of the country, and sheltered from the 
prevailing winds by a sheer bank of 
earth, caused by cutting of the soil 
when the New River carried to Salton 
Sea waters from the overflowing Colo- 
rado River. It is said that the tem- 
perature of this sunken level will be 
several degrees hotter than that of any 
other section of the valley. 

WATER IS COMING. 

Indications point to the prospect of 
water being delivered to district No. 2 
not later than February 15. This news 
is of vital interest to the settlers and 
land owners in this large area of irri 
gable land, which has been shut off 
from irrigation since the bréak in the 
Colorado River.

COOL WOMAN OPERATOR. 


Telephones for Aid instead of Faint- 
ing When Crossed Wires Make 
Biaze at Santa Ana. 


SANTA ANA, Jan. 25.—Twice in the

EXTRAVAGANT CITY COUNCIL TURNS 
SURPLUS INTO APPARENT DEFICIT. 


Can’t Have New Jail on Account of Money- Wasting and Fund- 


HE heralded “business 


men’s administration” at 

the City Hall is apparently 
wrecked on the shoals of inter- 
nal discord. While warring fac- 
tions are snarling over petty de- 
tails, the city’s finances have 
become so involved that an 
$300,000 surplus has disappeared, 
leaving in its Wake.an appar- 
ent $78,000 deficit. 3 


It is not so much a def- 
icit that ails the city 


treasury, as a misman- 
agement of funds. The 


Council has placed $350,- 
000 where it is useless 
this year; hence the city 
must go without things it 
sorely needs, 


The treasurer is fairly inun- 
dated by the wealth flowing in 
through the tax and license 
windows; hundreds of thous- 
ands of dollars are piled high 
in special funds,“where they are 
expected to remain until the 
end of the year; but the work- 
ing funds are so depleted that 
the Finance Committee asserts 
that not even $20,000 may be 
taken for a relief jail before the 
first of the next fiscal year. 

The péradox is as startling as 
it is inconsietent. By placing 
the tax rate at the extreme lim- 
it permitted by’ the charter, the 
Council is raising $800,000 thore 
this year than wes collected by 
any of its predecessors. But 
this golden river has disap- 
peared in the quicksands of my- 
nicipal extravagance. The tax- 
payer is confronted by a fat 
lean year during the 
same twelve monthe. 

There has been an increase 
averaging about ® per cent. 
over last years It gives 
secant satisfaction to thousands, 
who find their taxes this year 
a grievous burden, to be toid 
that the money is already ex- 
pended, and that we must go 
without even the necessities 
until next year. 

No former Council ever had 
nearly so much money at its 
disposal, and no former one 
ever announced a deficit within 
the firet six months of the fis- 
cal year. 

A $100,000 salary increase, 
passed by the Council at a sin- 


gle session, has been followed 
by a system of government by 
inspection, until ‘inepectors 


swarm over the City Hall like 
flies about a honey pot. Funds 
were available to buy a mil- 
lionaire’s automobile for use of 
the fat and sleek city officials, 
and at the same time they 
were 80 scarce that the Coun- 
cil wanted to isseve bonds to 
buy harness for the horses in 
the fire department.

“RESERVE FUND” GRAB. 

This list shows the manner in which 
the “business men's administration” 
curtailed the expenses of the differen 
departments. In addition to these ap- 
portionments a special fund was 
created, called the reserve fund, and 
Into it. provision was made to place 
$200,000. This "was a new departure; 
it made even the $113.000 increase for 
the police department look small by 
way of comparison. 

In making the budget the Finance 
Committee announced that the city 
wouldn't really need the $200,000 this 
year, that it could get through very 
nicely without it, but that the time 
was opportune to take that much 
money out of the pockets of the tax- 
payers and atore it away in the city 
treasury to help out next year, and 
maybe the year after. 

“Sufficient for thé day is the evil 
thereof,” did not appeal to the Coun- 
cil when it was planning to take this 
extra $200,000 away from the people. 
For this remarkable proceeding there 
is but a single paraliel—that of a for- 
mer Council which defrauded the peo- 
ple out of $200,000, raising it under the 
pretext that it was needed to pay 
interest on outstanding bonds. It 
wasn't needed for that purpose, and 
it went to pay salaries for new posi- 
tions created in the municipal depart- 
ments, 

Since the budget was made able at- 
torneys have chelienged the authority 
of the Council to take away from the 
people $200,000 more by a tax levy than 
is needed to run the city for a year. 
They say the whole procedure was di- 
rect violation of a State law which 
provides that a tax rate shall be no 
higher than is necessary to bear the 
expenses of the city government for 
the current fiscal year. 

IN NEEDLESS PLACES. 

Into the bridge fund, so-called, the 
Council directed the Auditor to place 
$300,000, although they well knew that 
this sum would not be used, probably 
not a tenth part of it. 

Then came the fund for election ex- 
pense, There were no general elections 
to be held during the year, but the 
Councilmen calculated that the initia- 
tive, referendum and recall would 
cost the city something like $30,00u 
before the year was over, so $30,006 
was appropriated to the election-ex- 
pense fund. Over half this money has 
gone into the fund—eabout $250 has 
gone t. In this fund alone there i« 
every prospect cf @ surplus sufficient 
to build a stockade one-half+ larger 
than that asked for by the police de- 
partment. 

There has been a general beating of 


tom-toms over the enormous sum that 
it was necessafy to put into fhe outfall

the current revenue was $860,000 less 
than that of the present year.

During the first half of the present 
fiecal year the cHy received $1,844- 
742 In tax and license money and ex- 
pended $1,567,514 for the majnterance 
of the departments supported by tax 
and license fund. ‘This left a surplus 
of $278,228 for the first half of the 
fiscal year, and the ontfall~sewer biile 
were practically all paid. 

BUM OF EXTRAVAGANCES. 

The sum of the extravagances of the 
present Council appears in the follow- 
ing comparison: The _ estimate of ex- 
pense for the departments supported 
by tax and license money for the year 
1996-7 was $2,569,857; the estimate for 
the same departments for this year is 
$3,474,556, an increase of $994,000. 

The last Council) so arranged that 
the departments finished the year with 
a surplus of 170,000. The present 
Council announced a deficit of $78,000 
in the first six montha. 

“At the close of the present fiscal 
year there should be $200,000 in the re- 
serve fund, about $30,000 in the el 
tion-expense fund, and, possibly, 
000 in the bridge fund,” said City Au- 
ditor Mushet yesterday. “There have 
been no appropriations ordered nst 
the first two of these funds. anfl it 
is not probable that there will be any- 
thing done with the bridge fund this 
year.” 

This means that at the first of the 
next fiscal year there will be more 
than $300,000 in three funds alone; but 
the Council is so divided against it- 
self that it cannot pass an ord!nanve 
to use a portion of these surplus funds 
for fire equipment or for a new ad- 
dition to the City Jall. 

A number of places have been dis- 
covered where balf q@ dozen city em- 
ployés could be dismissed from one de- 
partment without detriment—and pos- 


sibly some improvement—to the pub-' 


lic service. A committee of business 
men, untramelled by political strings, 
could reduce the office force at the 
City Hall fifty men without affecting 
the public service in the least: but 
the prevent Council is so constituted 
it is now impossible to cut forces any- 
where. One prominent feature in the 
new system of accounting prepared 
by Auditor Mushet has been rejected 
by the Council because it would take 
away the employment of five men in 
one department. 

The present situation of thé Counctl 
in regard to the city’s finances is very 
like that of shipwrecked persons dy- 
ing of thirst in the open sea.

Boys Taken in For Selling Suck- 
er-plucking Publications of “Pick- 
the-Winner” Sharps—Appear in 
Court Tomorrow—New Ordinance 
Hits Alleged Horse Prophets Hard. 


Right newsboys and messengera 
charged with selling tips on the races, 
were arrested. shortly after noon yes- 
terday by pacrclmen, acting under the 
instruction of Prosecuting Attorney W. 
J. Ford. The new ordinance became 
effective, yesterday, and the police sent 
warning throughout the city to all men 
connected with the racing game that 
violations of the law would meet with 
instaat arrest.

“Cg sheets, the Starier and Racing, printed 


the list of entries, placing them in ro- 
tation according to their alleged re- 
spective chances of winning.

Say Forester’s Tax Scheme 
Menaces Development. 


An urgent appeal has gone to Con- 
gress in support of a bill that has a 
tremendously important bearing on the 
future development eof electric power 
enterprises In the United States, and 
especially. in Southern California. If 
it fail to pass it is asserted that this 
industry, already grown to lafge pro- 
portions in this section, will be given 
a terrific blow; that new enterprises 
and extensions of old ones will be 
throttled, and that the public will 
suffer through the increased cost of 
electric power, because of heavy 
charges that will have to be met under 
a plan proposed by Chief Forester 
Pinchot. 

Under the legislation outlined in the 
bill, Senate Bill No. 2661, introduced by 
Senator Crane of Massachusetts, pow- 
er companies would be granted the 
same rights through the public lands 
and reservations of the United States 
as now 4re enjoyed ty railroad com- 
paries, water companies, and other 
similar public-service corporations.

Prison Reform Along Elmira 
institution Lines. 

Col, Griffith J. Griffith left yesterday 
for San Francisco, where he will de- 
liver a lecture on “ Reform,” 


rian Church. The lecture will be given 
under the auspices of the Prison Re- 
form Commission and the California 
Ladies’ Club. The lecturer will urge 
reform in the treatment of prisoners 
in the penitentiaries, advocating a 
similar treatment to.wthat of the Re- 
form Prison at Eimira, N. ¥. This is 
on the line of indeterminate sentences, 
which is that a criminal shall be sen- 
tenced to a State prison until a com- 
péetent tribunal decides that it is safe 
to liberate him/y and, on the other 
hand, if it seems that he is incorrigi- 
ble and determined upon a criminal 
career, he shall remain in prison for 
the full term, or for life, if a life sen- 
tence. It is claimed that good treat- 
ment, wholseome food, fresh air and 
healthful surroundings will reclaim 
many who @re supposed to be hard- 
ened and irreclaimable prisoners. The 
practice of the Elmira Prison is to let 
incorrigible characters remain and pay 
for their keep by labor, and thus be 
no longer a menace to society. 

Col. Griffith will compare our modern 
treatment of criminals with the sye- 
tem practiced in the Middle Ages, and 
also in more ancient days. He has 
a translation of a rare book on the 
treatment of criminals by the ancient 
Babylonians. This book was) written, 
or rather engraved, on burned bricks, 
and served as the criminal code of 
those ancients 3000 years before the 
beginning of the Christian era. The

Invention and inspiration. 


three sites are within the San Gabriel 
mational forest, while the latter is 
within the San Bernardinv forest. All 
the planting sites were selected with 
the view of giving added protection 
to the watersheds furnishing munici- 
palities with their water supply. Over 
20,000 trees have already been set out 
in Mill Creek, but the actual work 
of planting on the other locations has 
been deferred until after a heavy rain 
renders the ground more easily worked. 
More than 100,000 trees will be set out 
before spring on the above-mentioned 
areas, in addition to many othe? thous- 
ands which will be furnished by the 
nursery to private land owners within 


own lands, and 
which will also add to the water-con- 
serving capacity of the mountains. 
The work of planting is carried on 
usually by two rangers working to- 
gether. One ranger, ca & mat- 
tock, goes ahead and digs holes about 
eighteen inches across and ten to 
twelve inches deep. These holes are 
about six feet apart each way. The 
best and most protected spots are 
chosen for these holes. The ranger 
who does the planting follows with a 
bucket containing the young trees, the 
reots of which are kept wet. With 
a trowel he arranges the hole previ- 
ously dug so that it will accommodate 
the entire root system of the tree with- 
out bending, and then the soil is filled 
in around it and thoroughly firmed. 
If leaf litter is near, it is used to 
mulch or fertilize the seedling. 
While the nursery facilities at Hen- 
ninger’s Fiat served admirably so long 
as only the San Garbdriel and San 
Bernardino national forests were to 
be supplied with trees, when it was 
decided to establish a large central 
nursery in this locality, from which 
to furnish all the national forests in| 
Southern California, it was found that 
the facilities were inadequate to this 
increased demand, and it was decided 
to remove the nursery to a tract of 
government land in Lytle Creek, about 
fourteen miles northwesterly by wagon 
road from San Bernardino. At this 
point were found all the requirements 
needed in the enlarged plans. The 
necessary buildings are now being 
erected and the grounds placed in 
condition to raise sufficient trees to 
supply all that can be used for many 
years to come. The site is on an open 
fiat lying on the north side of Lytle 
Creek, near the boundary line sepe- 
rating the two forests, and has an ele- 
vation of 2750 feet. It is easily ac- 
cessible for teams, has ah abundant 
water supply, is out of the frost belt, 
and there is sufficient government 
land adjoining to expand tho plant in- 
definitely. 

Practically all of the trees large 
enough for transplanting now at Hen- 
ninger’s Flat will be disposed of this 
year, the surplus, after furnishing the 
rangers with all they can handle, be- 
ing given to public parks or to set- 
tlers within or adjacent to the forests. 
The young stock will be removed to 
the new nursery station.

RAILROAD NOTES. 


The Pittsburgh and Lake Erie Rall- 
road is soon to begin work on the new 
bridge over the Ohio River at Beaver. 
Pa.. the cost of which, with the neces- 
sary change of tracks, will be at least 
$2,000,000. The bridge will be 90 feet 
above the water, and will have a length 
of 1787 feet, with a channel span of 769 
feet between center of piers. 


More than 100,000,000 ties were used 
in railroad construction and renewals 
during the year 1996 With nearly 
300,000 miles of railroad track, and ap- 
proximately 2800 ties to the mile’ there 
are more than 800,000,000 ties in con- 
stant use. Cedar ties last about eleven 
years, cypress ten years, and redwood 
8 years. These woods, however, lack 
the desired weight and hardness. Ties 
treated with preservatives can be made 
to last for fifteen years. 

The report of the M. K. and T. road 
shows that whereas net earnings a 
year ago reached $1,100,356, the total 
for November last was only $512,144, a 
decrease of $588,213, or fully 50 per cent. 
The net result was a deficit of $41,119,

The ‘new 
economic principle’ upon Which this 
philosophy ft*# founded has the sim- 
plicity of all great discoveries, and it 
is strange that so many profound 
minds have overlooked it before the 
advent of Gompers. 

“It i# the vast mechaniem of large 
scale production and distribution, sup- 
plied by capital, credit and managing 
ability, that makes modern prosperity 
possible and upon which the well-be- 
ing of wage workers as well as cap- 
tains of industry, magnates of finance 
and all the auxiliary forces depends. 
Without this the multitudes of work- 
men not attached to the soll with prim- 
itive means of support would be help- 
less. Capital, credit and managing 
ability have opened the mines, ex- 
ploited the natural resources, built the 
factories and railroads, contrived and 
developed the mechanism of exchange 
and spread the network of commerce, 
which multiply production and the 
means of consumption enormously, and 
they maintain this vast machinery in 
operation. The scale of production and 
the effectiveness of distribution de- 
pend upon its steady and stable work- 
ing. Seriously check its action or put 
it out of order by impairing the motive 
power of capital and credit and the dis- 
astrous effect cannot be averted by an 
effort to keep up prices or a determine- 
tion to resist any reduction of wages. 
To get it readjusted, to replace wasted 
capital and bring expanded credit with- 
in safe limits, so that all obligations 
may be met end all the processes of 
this machinery may be provided for, 
is not such a simple and easy matter 
as this new philosophy of industrial 
panics and crisis assumes. 

“Suppose that for lack of sufficient 
capitel and on account of impaired 
credit. no matter by whose fault, rail- 
road construction and equipment, the 
working of mines, the bullding of fac- 
tories and warehouses, and the opera- 
tions of distribution and exchange must 
perforce be curtailed. Suppose that 
in order pay pressing debts and ad- 
just buef calculations to ch 
conditions of demand, apart from that 
for the dally supplies for t support 
of wage workers, the cost of doing 
business and the volume to be done 
must be diminished because many em- 
ployera find themselves in financial 
straits. The fertility of the land and 
the energy of labor may be what they 
were and the desire to consume prod- 
ucts may not be lessened, but that 
vast mechanism by which production 
is\ carried on and its fruits are dis- 
tributed having been put out of order, 
there must be a readjustment to get it 
agoing in a normal manner again. 
It will ease things for labor to take 
leas wages and the seller of goods to 
take lower prices and keep things mov- 
ing as much as possible until debts 
are paid, capitel renewed and credit 
restored on a sounder basis. But what 
if they refuse? It will only make mat- 
ters worse, depression more severe and 
longer continued and recovery harder. 
The resistance ‘will prove worse than 
useless. Labor compel employ- 
ment and sellers cannot command buy- 
ers. Debtors cannot avoid paying, so 
far as their means may go, and cred- 
itors can get no more than there is to 
get. No one factor in this great in- 
dustrial and commercial system can 
play the dictator and make the irre- 
sistible forces obey. It is easy to 
launch theories\and indulge in dreams, 
but economic principles are deduced 
from experience by deep study and not 
invented out of hand. This new one 
of Gompers is the figment of en un- 
trained mind.”

UNIONISM—A RULE OR 


The ones who will suf- 


‘the suceess of the exposition will be 
| the laboring people themselves. The 
‘greater the success of the exposition 
the more money will be brought into 
the Northwest, the more buildings will 
have to be erected, the more lands cul- 
tivated, the more people fed and 
clothed. Reverse this, as the Seattie 
Building Trades Councti would like to 
do, and it means a blow to prosperity 
and a biow to union men as much 
as to any other clase of laborers. Such 
unionism is too narrow for this part 
of the country. 


Public Backbone Needed. 

The need of a good stiff public back- 
bone is emphasized by the San Fran- 
ciseo Argonaut, one of the few papers 
besides The Times, that dares tell the 
truth about the aggressions of union- 
ism. Speaking of the proposition of a 
univergal label the Argonaut says: 

“The danger involved in this monopo- 
listic project would not be serious if 
the public could be fairly informed 
concerning it. But the public, broadly 
speaking, is not informed, nor is it 
likely to be. The reason is that the 
newepaper press is under a reign of 
terror with respect to all matters bear- 
ing any relation to the interests of or- 
ganized iabor. The daily newspapers, 
to make themselves serviceable as me- 
diums for bargain-counter and other 
cheap advertising. must circulate 
among wage-earners, who are the chief 
buyers of advertised articies—that tis, 
of ready-made clothing, Women's wear, 
and patent medicines. And since circu- 
lation among wage-earners is a neces- 
sity of their existence, or is thought 
to be such, they are mighty careful not 
to say or do anything tending to jar 
upow the very sensitive nerves of un- 
joniem. And so it ie that when organ- 
ised labor moves on from one prepos- 
terous demand to another, the daily 
newspapers of the country fail to re* 
port it adequately and to characterise 
it fairly for the information and in- 
struction of the country. They play 
false to their public responsibilities and 
duties because they are afraid that 
organised labor will put them under 
its ban and make them euffer at the 
point of circulation among working- 
men. 

“We are glad to have faith that the 
people of the United States will never 
congent that any private and class as- 
sociation shall assume the rights of 
monopoly over our industries’. Never- 
theless, we pause in some doubt when 
we reflect to what extent our arrogant 
unionism has pushed and enforced its 
demands in San Francisco. When we 
see how it has assumed the right to 
regulate the whole affairs of this com- 
munity, political and social; how it un- 
Gertakes, and with some success, to 
control the action of the authori- 
ties, imecluding the police: how, 
even while systematically picking the 
pockets of our newspapers, it com- 
mands their craven support: how it 
has brought a man of the stubborn 
and uncompromising type of Rudolph 
Spreckels to kowtow toit and compro- 
mise himself to win its favors—seeing 
these things, our faith tn the stability 
of American ideas and standards, and 
of their powers to resist aggression, 
loses something of its integrity ”’

pera that have allowed the heel of un- 


ion! to be placed on their necks and 
which prevents their telling the truth 
‘bout the demands and dangers of 
t selfish minority of the laborers of 
t country. ht is, however, in- 
vading some of the dark places.

Strike Was Costly. 


The recent strike of the telegraph 
rators- t the union nearly $200,- 
, accord to @ report that has been 
published by Secretary Wesley Ruw- 
sell of the labor organization. The 
Strike lasted from August § until No- 
vember 9 A total of $96.393 was pald 
out in strike benefits by the nationa: 
office of the union. To this must be 
added an estimated total of $100,000 
for strike benefits disbursed by the 
various local unions. In addition to 
the above must be added the fact thar 
a considerable proportion of the 
Striking telegraphers found no places 
waiting for them when they attempted 
to return to work. The total loss in 
wages must foot up a good many times 
what it cost the national and loca] un- 
fons for strike benefits. Strikes are 
costly and more so to the strikers 
themselves than to the employers, 


Wasting an Employer's Time.

I secured my first position and while 
I always managed to report for duty 
at the specified time and never left un- 
ttl the regular office hours, I fell into 
the habit of remaining out from ten to 
fifteen minutes longer than my allot- 
ted time for lunch.

One day I learned of a vacancy in 
one of the leading banks of our city 
and concluded that I would apply for 
the position.

I was told to return 
in @ day or so, meantime they would 
investigate my record I returned some 
few days later and was informed that 
they had concluded te employ another 
young man. I left the bank very 
much discouraged, and downcast, feel- 
ing that I had hardly been treated 
justly. 

Some six or eight months later I 
was talking with one of the employers 
of this same bank. and during our 
conversation I casually mentioned that 
I was unsuccessful in my attempt to 
secure a position with his firm. He 
related to me, confidentially, the real 
reason of my fallure to secure the po- 
sition with his firm. He told me that 
the oank had investigated my record,

GCLDFIELD (Nev.) Jan. 16.—Post- 
panic and after-strike convalescence 
of Goldfield district is apparent in the 
present number of minerr at work, re- 
sumption of production, declaration of 
January dividends and volume of 
stock sales on the Goldfield Consoli- 
dated Mining Stock Bxciange. Ef- 
fects of such conditions upon the pub- 
lic temperament is evident -in the 
steadily climbing quotations of Goli- 
field securities. 

FOUR HUNDRED WORK. 

Something like four hundred men 
are again probing the treasure reserves 
of the camp's ten regular producers. 
These ten, not to list as separate en- 
tities the divers leases operating upon 
them, are Black Butte, Combination 
Fraction, Consolidated, Daisy, Flor- 
ence, Jumbo Extension, May Queen, 
Sandstorm, St. Ives and Velvet. Miners 
are busy, too, in numerous other prop- 
erties, not yet ranking as producers, 
such as Atlanta, Biue Quartz, Butte 
Boys, Higginson’s Ruby, Kendall, Ke- 
wanas, Milltown Fraction, Pocahontas, 
Red Mountain, Yellow Tiger 
Several others, both company workin.» 
and leases.

A dwelling, built of reinforced con- 
crete, absolutely fire and earthquake 
proof, and solid as the hiN on which 
it stands, is the latest addition to the 
modern residences of Los Angelea. 


The home of F. A. Urban, at No. 2520 |

first residence ever built in Southern 
California of this material, at any rate

The plans were made by W. H. Mohr,

Six hundred and seventy-five barrels 
of imported Olsen cement, 3000 pounds 
of steel reinforcement, and hundreds 
of eastern tile of special design were 
‘mecessary in the construction-of this 
house. All work was done by day la- 
‘bor, the job taking seven and a half 
months to complete, so that every part 
of the residence is perfect as far as 
‘workmanship is concerned. The lot 
has a frontage of 180 feet on Ocean 
View avenue, and as it is an irregular- 
shaped affair, the depth varies from 
67 to 127% feet. The building is ar- 

on an irregular plan, with a 
patio cutting into the rear, where a 
garden will be planted.

A 
magnificent view of the mountains to 
the north, and, on clear days, the 
ocean in the west, may be obtained 
from the verandas and windows, and 
as the house occupies the crest of a 
hill there is little chance that the 
view ever will be shut off.

VALUATION !S LESS COMPARED 
WITH YEAR AGO. 


Number of Class D Frame Struc- 
tures Keeps up to Previous Rec- 
ord, However—Reports Show Third 
Ward Leads With Largest Value, 
While Sixth Has Most Rermits. 


Four hundred and five new building 
permits have been issued this month 
with a total valuation of $420,084, as 
compared with 416 permits, and $608,552 
of the same number of business days 
in January, 1907.

To the thousands of young. chorus 
girls, and those who are no longer 
young, who, year in and year out, 
tread the “boards” in the hope of 
some day obtaining a “lead,” but who 
(never, alas! get further than the back 
!row of a chorus, the case of Sarah 
Vrubell is commended, writes The 
Times London correspondent. This 
young American girl was engaged for 
one of the leading parts in a big Lon- 
don pantomime, without previous ex- 
perience on the stage and even, prac- 
fence speaking, without any experi- 


ence in singing in public, yet all Lon- 
don is now talking of her phenomenal 
success and she is undoubtedly the hit 
of the season with any number.

Scarcely a week ago Miss Vrubell 


was unknown to theater-geing London 
and when Robert Arthur put her if 
“Aladdin.” his pantomime at the 
Adelphi. one of the big London thea- 
ters, and gave her the part of the 
principal girl, everybody wondered. 
She was not the only American girl In 
the cast for “Happy Fanny Field” had 
a leading part. But then everybody 
knew Fanny; she had a reputation—so 
much so that three managers fought 
for her exclusive services.

Miss Vrubell, 
who is of Polish extraction and a poor 
girl, is the protegé of Countess van des 
Henve!l. a talented and beautiful Ital- 
noblewoman prominent in the 
sical life of the English metropolis. 

It was by the merest chance that 
Miss Vrubell came to the notice of her 
benefactress. For some time she had 
been known among ber friends as the 
possessor of a fine mezzo-soprano voice 
but her mother befng poor she had 
never had the opportunity of cultivat- 
ing it. One day on the advice of «a 
friend who thoroughly believed in her 
talent, she obtained the few shillings 
necessary and entered for a scholar- 
ship offered by the Countess at the 
London Academy of Music. Even then

APPROPRIATION FROM CONGRESS 


SOUGHT FOR PURPOSE... 
Marvelous Shooting of Youngsters 
Causes Movement to Establish, 
Ranges—Changes in Rules Effected 


for the National Matches at Camp 
Perry Next Year. ' 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 22.—If the 


plans of the National Board for the 
Promotion of Rifle Practice, and the 
National Rifle Association, meet with 
a great im- 


dren. 
The marvelous shooting of t An- 
napolis cadets and the navy team, 


which was composed almost exclusive- 


ly of young men, at Annapolis, cou- 
pled with that of the school .boys at 
Creedmoor and Sea Girt and on the 


miniature range at the recent Sports- 
man’s show, has demonstrated that 
lads from 16 years old upward, can be 
taught to handle the military rifle with 
precision. - 

At that age boys are enthusiastic 
about guns and outdoor sport and it 
is proposed to turn their attention to- 
ward the use of the military rifle with 
the idea that as they grow older their 
fondness for this sport will increase 
and that on leaving the schools, col- 
leges or universities they will join the 
National Guard or civilian rifle clubs 
and thus continue the werk. 

The national board has recommend-

, CHANGES IN RULES. 


The National Board for the Promo- 
tion of Rifle Practice has made some 
important changes in regard to the 
national matches which will be held 
at Camp Perry, ©., beginning. Monday 
Avgust 24, 1908. Monday was fixed as 
the opening day instead of Wednes- 
day, as last year, In order that the 
teams and range officials might. have 
Sunday to rest and prepare for the 
strenuous days to follow. The preced- 
ing Friday and Saturday, August 21 
and 22, will be set aside for prelim- 
inary practice, the use of the range 
being free to the teams. 

To avoid controversies the naval mi- 
litia has been included s0 that its 
members will be clearly eligible for 
places on the team. In the army 
matches members of the medical corps 
are forbidden to compete, as under the 
Red Cross regulations they are not 
supposed to bear arms or to be com- 
batants, but for the purpose of the 
national match the term ‘organized

FAVY RAINS 
DAMAGE ROADS. 


BAD SPOTS ON MANY FAVORED 
ROUTES AT PRESENT. 


Both Roads to San Diego Affected 
by the Sterm, but not Seriously. 
Improvements on Casitas Pass Are 
Proof Against Water, but There Is 
Bad Clay Here and There. 


A word of warning about the roads 
‘is now in order. Those who are not 
familiar with the condition of South- 
ern California roads after such a rain 
as we have just had, cannot be too 
careful about starting out on an auto- 
mobile journey. Few of our roads have 
been bullt with a feundation, being 
but the natural development of trails 
‘and mesa roads. On the few real 
|roads the rain will have little effect, 
but on the others a motorist will find 
that there is no bottom, and through 
the clay formations it is almost im- 
possible to drive a car until the effect 
of the storm is past. 

The routes most used for touring 
are to San Diego and Santa Barbara.

PRACTICAL ETHICS. 

EGOTISM AND APPRECIATION. 
ISS ELLEN TERRY, writing of Henry Irving in 
McClure’s Magazine, describes the great artist as 
an egotist, but “as an egotist of the great type.” 
Then further Miss Terry observes: “So much absorbed 
, Was he in his own achievement that he was unable or 
unwilling to appreciate the achievement of others.” 
The fact that Henry Irving never expressed his admira- 
tion of other great actresses and actors which he some- 
times ¢elt, Miss Terry would not attribute to the ignoble 
_ feeling of jealousy that seizes upon meaner natures; but 
Tather to something akin to an inhibiting force for the 
conservation of energy. Inasmuch as the writer says: 
“Perhaps appreciation is a wasting though a generous 
quality of the mind and heart, and best left to look- 

_ers-on who have plenty of time to develop it.” 
Appreciation, as some of our best authorities define 
it, is “a just valuation of merit.” Hence appreciation 
_ is necessary for the creating of proper moral or artistic 
_ standards. It is necessary for the perpetuation of both 
morality and art as a token of worth or merit duly rec- 
| ognized. Moreover, if the psychological principle be 
Sound that for the proper development of our complex 
being every wholesome impression should find expres- 
sion, it would not seem to be a “wasting” though gen- 
_erous impulse, even for the greatest, to articulate the 
| admiration or appreciation of others’ achievement which 
ae in their exalted self-sufficiency are loath to enunci- 


Still further, who, if not the initiate, or those familiar 
with all the varying shades and gradations of a particu- 
lar phase of art, conversant with the laws of criticism 
and able to set a just estimate upon or to appreciate an 
artistic production according to the degree of beauty or 
perfection the artist has therein attained—who more 
than those who have arrived at the summit of achieve- 
ment, are qualified to judge adequately the achievements, 
of either equal rank, or less importance, of others? 
True, that the great artist will see less to commend than 
one of mediocre caliber, owing to the loftiness of his 
standards and high expectations of work deserving to be 
rated as excellent. Hence the great artist or the great 
man might justly be more circumspect and reserved in 
his utterances of praise or appreciation; but how abso- 
lutely withholding any expression appreciative of oth- 
ers’ worth artistic or otherwise—can be even inferen- 
_tlally justified on the ground of “egotism” “of 
_ & great type,” we fail on the basic principles of psychol- 
Ogy and ethics to comprehend. 


| We agree with Miss Terry that of the great 
_ Sort, egotism in the sense of a noble a rption in per- 
sonal achievement is an element of greatness; but we do 
not hold that egotism that is ‘Magnification of self or 
self-interest, to the exclusion of all others’ interest or 
desert, is essential to greatness. Hence we would not 
deduce Mr. Irving’s failure to appreciate the merits of 
other artists from his greatness or superiority, but, how- 
ever great or admirable in other respects be the artist 
or the man, such deficiency in so far as it indicate a 
lack of magnanimity—which is the quintessence of 
greatness—must be ascribed to a defect in character. 


It was a genius who said: “Only genius can reeng- 
nize genius.” The multitude, or the generality of “look- 
ers-on” may enjoy, admire, appraise or applaud—but 
only the few initiated can truly appreciate the worth 
of a great artistic production. For it is one thing to en- 
joy, and another to appreciate a work of art 


_histrionic, pictorial, musical or literary. 


Take an instance in music: We may listen to 
execution of a musical , and by the tonal 
peal to certain fundamental feelings 
the harmony that stirs. soothes, thrills or inspires us. 
Thus we enjoy the music that we hear without an intel- 
ligent appreciation of it. We may sincerely affirm that 
we have enjoyed the symphony without ability to ad- 
duce adequate reasons for our enjoyment other than that 


feelings of delight throughout the performance. How- 
ever, the trained critic, the educated artist or musician, 
can tell us why we enjoy a composition of Bach, of Liszt 
or of Mozart, because from the study of the work of 
these masters, from his sympathetic 
their temperaments and consequent musical point of 
view, from his critical analysis of the underlying prin- 
ciples which consciously or

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The Uganda Railway. 


By Frank G. Carpenter. 


ENGLAND’S TRUNK LINE. 
QUEER FEATURES OF TRAVEL TO CEN- 
. TRAL AFRICA. 
From Our Own Correspondent. 
AIROBI (British East Africa.)}—Traveling by rail- 
N way through the wilds of Central Africa! Steam- 
ing for hundreds of miles among zebras, gnus, os- 
triches and giraffes! 

Rolling along through jungles which the rhinoceros 
haunts and where the lion and leopard wait for their 
prey! 
These are some of my experiences during a trip I have 


. just taken over the Uganda Railway from Mombaga to 


Nairobi! 

Ten years ago it took a month to cover the distance 
between the two points, and the whole way’ was on 
foot. I made it in less than twenty-four hours, and that 
in a comfortable car. The railroad fare was $32, and I 
had fairly good meals on the way. The distance is over 
300 miles, and it is just about half the length of the rail- 
road. Leaving here I shall continue my journey over 
it on to Lake Victoria, and shall land on that lake not 
far from the source of the Nile. 


The Uganda Railway. 
This gives you some idea of the Uganda Railway, 


which the British completed only about five years ago. 


The road begins at the Indian Ocean and it climbs over 
some of the roughest parts of the African continent be- 
fore it ends at Victoria, the greatest fresh-water lake 
of the world. Leaving the seacoast, the rise of the road 
is almost continuous until it reaches the high plains of 
British East Africa. Here at Nairobi I am more than a 
mile above the sea, and, about fifteen miles further on 
at the station of Kikuyu, the road reaches an altitude 
700 feet above that of Mount Washington. From there 
the climb is steady to a point a mile and a half above 
the sea, and then there is a great drop into a wide ditch- 
like valley 2000 deet deep. Crossing this valley the road 
again rises unti! it ie far higher than any mountain in 
the United States east of the Rockies. It attains an ele- 
vation of 8300 feet, and then falls down to Lake Victo- 


via, which is just about as high as the highest of the 


Alleghenies. The road was built by the British govern- 
ment in less than five years, and has cost altogether 
over $25,000,000. It has a gauge of forty inches, rails 
which weigh fifty pounds to the yard, and its tracks are 
well laid and well ballasted. Last year something like 
40,000 tons of goods and 180,000 passengers were carried

How They Were Built. 

The British were surprised at how easily and quickly 
the Americans carried out their contract and how little 
they seemed to make of it. The civil engineer who was | 
sent out to take charge of the construction was little | 
more than a boy. His name was A. B. Lueder, and he 
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over it, and its earnings were about $500,000 more than 
its operating expenses. It does not yet pay any inter- 
est op the capital invested, but it is of enormous value 
in the way of opening up, developing and protecting the 
country. 

Twenty-seven American Bridges. 

Among the most interesting features of the road are 
its American bridges. They cross all the great ravines 
between here and Lake Victoria, and every steel bar and 
every bolt and rivet in them were made by American 
workmen in American factories and taken out here and 
put_up under the superintendence of American work- 
men. The way it happened was owing to John Bull's 
desire to have the work done quickly and cheaply and 
at the same time substantially. While he had been 
laying the tracks from here to the sea, our bridge com- 
panies had surprised the English by putting up the steel 
viaduct across the Atbara River in the Egyptian Soudan 
within a much shorter time and far more cheaply than 
the best British builders could possibly do. Therefore, 
when the British government asked for bids for these 
Uganda bridges they sent the plans and specifications 
to the British, and to some of our American firms as 
well. The best British bids provided that the shops 
should have two or three years to make the steel work, 
and longer still to erect it in Africa. The American 
Bridge Company offered to complete the whole job 
within seven months after the foundations were laid, 
and that at a charge of $90 per ton, to be paid when all 
were in place and in working order. This price was 


had graduated at Cornell University only a year or so 
before. In addition to him there was a Pennsylvania 
man named Jarrett who acted as superintendent of con- 
struction, and about twenty bridge builders and fore- 
men from different parts of the United States. These 
men arrived at Mombasa in December, 1900, and they 
had completed their work before the following Christ- 
mas. They acted merely as superintendents and fancy 
workmen. Al! the rough labor was done by East In- 
dians and native Africans, furnished by the British. 
When the road was started, the government planned to 
use only Africans, but they found this impossible, and 
therefore imported 20,000 coolles from India. These 
men came on contracts of from two to five years, and 
their wages were from $4 to $15 a month and rations. 
The native laborers were paid about 10 cents a day. 


Before the American workmen arrived here a large 
part of the bridge material was already in Mombasa. 
They left one man there to see that additiona] materials 
were forwarded promptly, and came at once to the seat 
of action. They put up the bridges at the rate of some- 
thing like one a week, and constructed the longest via- 
duct in sixty-nine and one-half working hours. Had it 
not been for the enforced delays on the part of the gov- 
ernment they would have undoubtedly completed their 
work in seven months. 

As it was, what they did forms one of the wonders of 
civil and mechanical engineering. The bridge material 
was so made that its pieces fitted together like clock- | 
work, and that notwithstanding it was put into shape 
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use Such wire as jewelry. They bind it around

Some Queer Jewelry. 


It is wonderful how these people mutilate themselves 
im order to be what they consider beautiful. The ears 
of many of the women are punched like sieves, in order 
that they may hold rings of various kinds. At Voi I 
saw a girl with corks, each about as big around as my 
little finger, put through holes in the rims of her ears. 
She had a great cork in each lobe, and three above that 
in each ear. There was a man beside her who had two 
long sticks in his ears; and farther up the road [ saw 
one who had so stretched the lobe holes that a gooo- 
sized tumbler could have been passed through them. In- 
deed, I have a photograph of a man carrying a jam pot 
in his ear. 

As I write, I can see an ebony African with a brass 
collar around his neck and anklets on his legs. His only 
other garment is a strip of calico about the loins. With 
him is a man with a nose ring not unlike that we use 
to keep pigs from rooting; and further over is a giddy 
naked dandy who has three coils of galvanized telephone 
wire in each of his ears.

INTERESTING EXPERIMENTS MADE 

AT CARNEGIE INSTITUTION. 

a S pecial Correspondent. 


ASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—“When the hands are 
clasped together there is usually a perfect con- 
stamcy as to which thumb is uppermost; but 


and, if so, what laws are followed,” says F. E. Lutz of 
the Carnegie Institution's laboratory of experimental 
evolution. A similar character he finds in the hind

is studying the problems of heredity. He 


has mated 125 pairs of crickets for this season’s work, 
and on his pedigreed stock he has bred a new form, 
having underdeveloped wings, wing coverings and ovi- 


ferent strains he aims to learn how creatures may best 
be mated to produce, to order, new stocks. 


Mysteries of instinct. 


The mysteries of “instinct” are being inquired into 
in the course of another series of thvestigations lately 
commenced. by the institution. The ability of the 
newly-hatched turtle to run directly toward the sea, 
without losing time groping in a landward direction, 
has been one of the phenomena of instinct long a puzzle 
to science. At the institution’s new laboratory of ma- 
rine biology at Tortugas, Florida, this problem has 
been lately attacked by Mr. Davenport Hooker of the 
laboratory staff. After experimenting with loggerhead 
turtles he finds that they are born with an instinct to 
go down hill and in the direction of the greatest light. 
Either leads the little animals to the sea, as the shores 
on which they are hatched always slope down toward 
the ocean and as the reflected light from the water Is 
always greater than that from the land. Neither the 
sound of the surf nor the smell of the sea guides them. 
This has been proved by eliminating the direct rays of 
the sun, after which the little turtles, if upon a level 
surface, move in all directions with equal readiness, 
although but twenty feet from the water and where both 
the smell] and sound of the sea are distinct. 


Worked Way to Nests Through Maze. 
The nesting instinct of birds is being studied at the 
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the Bahamas, where the habits of 
and “booby” were studied.

port $25,000 of the ironmaster’s millions is being annu- 
ally appropriated. “The most important definite ques- 
tion to answer is: How may the course of the stream 
of germ plasm that has come down to us from remote 
ages be controlled in its onward course?” says Dr. C. B. 
Davenport, director of the laboratory. Presuming that 
heredity is governed by the same laws in man and 
beast, Dr. Davenport is studying the lower animals 
first, because naturally they are more easily handled 
and more amenable to discipline. He has started the 
breeding of numbers of strains of different species, with 
the intention of controlling their onward progress by 
regulating all matings and environmental conditions. 
For this year’s experiments he has twenty of these 
controlled strains in mammals, sixty in poultry, 
fifteen in cage birds, five in crickets, some two dozen in 
other insects and 400 in flowering plants. In some of 
his insects he has already controlled the heredity for 
twenty generations, which, in experiments with man, 
would require about 500 years. But he finds that nature 
is in no hurry even with the smaller animals, in the 
most of which a year is required for a single onward 
step.

throughout the country, and the service has reached 
that point where it really threatens to put out of com- 
mission many of the so-calied “field agents” employed. 
Nearly every department of the government is a regu- 
lar su>scriber to one or more pf these bureaus, and some 
of them patronize all. Take, for instance, the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. Every item relating to rail- 
road accidents, railroad changes, improvements, etc., is 
sent the commission, and it was long ago realized by 
the commission that statistics gathered from this source 
are reliable and trustworthy. Then, too, everything re- 
lating to the work of the commission is furnished, and 
while there are often duplicates sent in by the different 
bureaus, the very reasonable cost of the service does 
not make it expensive to the government. The bureaus 
are always willing to give Uncle Sam a bargain-counter 
rate whether for a regular or a special service, and even 
then the monthly and quarterly bills are rather hefty. 
The Department of Commerce and Labor gets all 
kinds of information from the clipping bureaus, and 
could not well dispense with the service, so helpful has 
it been found in securing reliable data and statistics. 
Perhaps the two departments named are the largest 
subscribers, but there is not a department which does 
not find it necessary to give a standing or special order. 
Mr. Attorney-General Bonaparte wishes to know the 
drift of public sentiment in Georgia on peonage. He 
orders clippings on this line, and gets what he wants. 
Mr. Secretary Wilson wants to know the condition of 
the persimmon crop in Tennessee, and he gets it 
through the service of one of these bureaus. Mr. Post- 
master-General Meyer has use for a batch of informa- 
tion about rural free delivery. He gets it by subscrib- 
ing for clippings. Mr. Fish Commissioner Bowers is 
not satisfied in his mind as to whether an oyster is a 
fish, and he is helped out by one of the bureaus. What 
foreign nations think of our fleet will be furnished by 
the clippings bureaus in England, on the continent of 
Europe, at Melbourne, Sydney, Calcutta, Yokohama, 
Hong Kong, Johannesburg, Natal, Buenos Ayres and 
Rio de Janeiro. These bureaus are tn effect inter- 
national.

made. It has only been a little more than a quarter of 
a century since the newspaper-clipping idea originated, 
but it rapidly spread all over the world. The story 
has been told of how a young Russian-American at the 
end of his resources, saw an artist pay handsomely for 
papers several days old, containing notices of his paint- 
ings. The young man was inspired by the thought that 
he could make a business of furnishing notices to who- 
ever might have need of them. He had but 55 cents, 
and this he invested in papers, and thus began the 
newspaper-clippings bureau business which today em- 


$50,000,000. Even this does not mark the full spread of 
the idea. Railway, telegraph and express companies 
have gone into the business on their own account. At 
first they were among the best customers of the bureaus, 
but presently they began ordering all local agents to 
clip and file every line of matter touching their business 
appearing in the local papers, and to send the clippings 
to the main office, where they are indexed and put away. 
Sometimes an item so kept has been worth thousands of 
dollars to the companies in damage suits, etc. 

Of course there is specialization work among the clip- 
pers. Some bureaus give their whole attention to liter- 
ary matters. The minute a book is out—even earlier— 
the author receives a circular letter, inclosing a sample 
clipping. a notice of himself or his book, and asking 
his subscription. Where competition is keen, subscrip- 
tion is often lowered one-half. In case an author has 
already engaged another bureau, it is not uncommon to 
ask that the late-comer be allowed to send clippings 
also, receiving pay only for such as are not duplicates 
of those already received. 

Some bureaus concern themselves mainly about basi- 
ness affairs. They give to their subscribers all that 
appears in print concerning the subscriber’s lines of 
business, such as the letting of contracts, the adoption 
of building plans, new materials, inventions, discoveries, 
legal decisions affecting commercial interests and legis- 
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as the simplest method of 


| affairs reap a harvest year in and year out, for their 


subscription lists seldom get to a low ebb. From the 
clippings service the statesman keeps track of just how 
things are going in his bailiwick; he knows the weak 
places in hig fences in his district: if his bill for the 
opening of Catfish Creek is not received favorably by 
his constituents, he soon learns it by reading the clip- 
pings from the county papers; if “Colonel” Loudroarer 
has decided to enter the race for Congress against him 
the first information is brought him through his clip- 
pings service; if he has contributed a five spot for the 
rebuilding of a school or church the fact is recorded in 
the clippings. Everything—good, bad and indifferent— 
about him is brought to his attention. 


Some men give an order for everything of a favorable 
or complimentary nature of themselves, political, social, 
or otherwise, and it is said that a Representative ¢rom 
Illinois told the clippings man that he wanted every 
item of an unfavorable nature. The order was coun- 
termanded after the first month, the great size of the 
bill being such as to almost bankrupt the subscriber. 
The order was reversed—everything favorable—and the 
next bill was for 15 cents. 


Society women are pretty liberal subscribers, and a 
strange thing is that many of them not only order ev- 
erything relating to themselves, but to other ladies in 
the same set with them. It seems that they want to 
keep pace with their rivals for position in society, and 
do not object to paying for the gratification of seeing 
what is going on. 

Verily, the clippings bureau, from its very inception 
by the young fellow with 55 cents, grew rapidly into a 
husky enterprise and has scattered good and bad, sun- 
shine and sorrow, along its wide pathway.

INTERESTING EXPERIMENTS MADE 
AT CARNEGIE INSTITUTION. 


From a S pecial Correspondent. 


ASHINGTON, Jan. 20.—“When the hands are 
clasped together there is usually a perfect con- 
stancy as to which thumb is uppermost; but 
some people always put the right uppermost, others the 
left. I hope to find out if this character is inherited 
and, if so, what laws are followed,” says F. E. Lutz of 
the Carnegie Institution's laboratory of experimental 
evolution. A similar character he finds in the hind 
wing coverings of crickets, the right usually overlap- 
ping the left in males, although in some of the latter 
the reverse is the case. The inheritance of this posi- 
tion is now being tested by Mr. Lutz, who, with insects 
as material, is studying the problems of heredity. He 
has mated 125 pairs of crickets for this season's work, 


ferent strains he aims to learn how creatures may best 
be mated to produce, to order, new stocks. 


Mysteries of Instinct. 


The mysteries of “instinct” are being inquired into 
in the course of another series gf investigations lately 
commenced. by the institution. The ability of the 
newly-hatched turtle to run directly toward the sea, 
without losing time groping in a landward direction, 
has been one of the phenomena of instinct long a puzzle 
to science. At the institution’s new laboratory of ma- 
rine biology at Tortugas, Florida, this problem has 
been lately attacked by Mr. Davenport Hooker of the 
laboratory staff. Adter experimenting with loggerhead 
turtles he finds that they are born with an instinct to 
go down hill and in the direction of the greatest light. 
Either leads the little animals to the sea, as the shores 
on which they are hatched always slope down toward 
the ocean and as the reflected light from the water Is 
always greater than that from the land. Neither the 
sound of the surf nor the smell of the sea guides them. 
This has been proved by eliminating the direct rays of 


the sun, after which the little turtles, if upon a level 
surface, move in all directions with equal readiness, 
although but twenty feet from the water and where both 
the smell and sound of the sea are distinct.

“The most important definite ques- 
tion to answer is: How may the course of the stream 
of germ plasm that has come down to us from remote 
ages be controlled in its onward course?” says Dr. C. B. 
Davenport, director of the laboratory. Presuming that 
heredity is governed by the same laws in man and 
beast, Dr. Davenport is studying the lower animals 
first, because naturally they are more easily handled 
and more amenable to discipline. He has started the 
breeding of numbers of strains of different species, with 
the intention of controlling their onward progress by 
regulating all matings and environmenta) conditions. 
For this year’s experiments he has twenty of these 
controlled strains in mammals, sixty in poultry, 
fifteen in cage birds, five in crickets, some two dozen in 
other insects and 400 in flowering plants. In some of 
his insects he has already controlled the heredity for 
twenty generations, which, in experiments with man, 
would require about 500 years. But he finds that nature 
is in no hurry even with the smaller animals, in the 
most of which a year is required for a single onward 
step. 

Controlled transmission of abnormalities forms an 
interesting part of his new work. Thus by rating the 
transmission of winglessness, taillesaness, etc., in poul- 
try, he leagns certain laws of heredity. The same is 
accomplished by rating the transmissior. of color pat- 
terns in bettles, the coat pattern in guinea pigs, etc.

The Clipping Bureau. 


Its SprREAD THROUGH A 
WORLD-WIDE FIELD. 


By a Special Contributor. 


S a gatherer of information and trustworthy statis- 
tics the United States government depends largely 
upon the several newspaper-clipping bureaus 
throughout the country, and the service has reached 
that point where it really threatens to put out of com- 
mission many of the so-called “field agents” employed. 
Nearly every department of the government is a regu- 
lar subscriber to one or more of these bureaus, and some 
of them patronize all. Take, for instance, the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. Every item relating to rail- 
road accidents, railroad changes, improvements, etc., is 
sent the commission, and it was long ago realized by 
the commission that statistics gathered from this source 
are reliable and trustworthy. Then, too, everything re- 
lating to the work of the commission is furnished, and 
while there are often duplicates sent in by the different 
bureaus, the very reasonable cost of the service does 
not make it expensive to the government. The bureaus 
are always willing to give Uncle Sam a bargain-counter 
rate whether for a regular or a special service, and even 
then the monthly and quarterly bills are rather hefty. 


The Department of Commerce and Labor gets all 
kinds of information from the clipping bureaus, and 
could not well dispense with the service, so helpful has 
it been found in securing reliable data and statistics. 

Perhaps the two departments named are the largest 
subscribers, but there is not a department which does 
not find it necessary to give a standing or special order.

Railway, telegraph and express companies 
have gone into the business on their own account. At 
first they were among the best customers of the bureaus, 
but presently they began ordering al] local agents to 
clip and file every line of matter touching their business 
appearing in the local papers, and to send the clippings 
to the main office, where they are indexed and put away. 
Sometimes an item so kept has been worth thousands of 
dollars to the companies in damage sults, etc. 

Of course there is specialization work among the clip- 
pers. Some bureaus give their whole attention to liter- 
ary matters. The minute a book is out—even earlier— 
the author receives a circular letter, inclosing a sample 
clipping. a notice of himself or his book, and asking 
his subscription. Where competition is keen, subscrip- 
tion is often lowered one-halé. In case an author has 
already engaged another bureau, it is not uncommon to 
ask that the late-comer be allowed to send clippings 
also, receiving pay only for such as are not duplicates 
of those already received. 

Some bureaus concern themselves mainly about basi- 
ness affairs. They give to their subscribers all that 
appears in print concerning the subscriber’s lines of 
business, such as the letting of contracts, the adoption 
of building plans, new materials, inventions, discoveries, 
legal decisions affecting commercial interests and legis-

subscription lists seldom get to a low ebb. From the 
clippings service the statesman keeps track of just how 
things are going in his bailiwick; he knows the weak 
places in his fences in his district: if his bill for the 
opening of Catfish Creek is not received favorably by 
his constituents, he soon learns it by reading the clip- 
pings from the county papers; if “Colonel” Loudroarer 
has decided to enter the race for Congress against him 
the first information is brought him through his clip- 
pings service; if he has contributed a five spot for the 
rebuilding of a school or church the fact is recorded in 
the clippings. Everything—good, bad and indifferent— 
about him is brought to his attention. 


Some men give an order for everything of a favorable 
or complimentary nature of themselves, political, social, 
or otherwise, and it is said that a Representative ¢rom 
Illinois told the clippings man that he wanted every 
item of an unfavorable nature.

We 
fell upon it and almost devoured the wooden duck, 
much to the horror of a dear little English lady, sitting 
opposite, who told us that the reason why the Americans 
were the most dyspeptic nation on earth, was due to the 
fact that they drank ice water and ate ice cream. 


A Flood of Americans. 


While we were at Granada, a party of Americans, 250 
strong, descended upon the city and threw it into an up- 
roar. They had contracted for all the hotels, so we were 
turned out of our rooms for two nights. The manager, 
well-nigh prostrated by the greatness thrust upon him, 
said that as a special favor we could have rooms in his 
private residence, but I am convinced from the noises 
that kept up all night that we slept over a barn. The 
poor servants ran to and fro all night before the arrival 
of the party, and the idea of doing two things at once 
almost overcame them with excitement. Some of the 
maids in the hotels, working harder than any Ameri- 
can could be induced to do, receive only 12 pesatas, or 
about $2.40 per month and their fees, which are incon- 
siderable. Curio merchants built booths in the streets 
and raised their prices. The natives cast aside their 
ordinary-looking clothing and dressed themselves in 
the gala attire the visitors expected. We watched the 
newcomers arrive with great interest, for, having been 
there five days, we felt like old residents. The carriages 
drove up to the door with such a flourish that the horses 
nearly sat on their haunches when they stopped, The 
main idea in driving in Spain seems to be to walk the 
horses all the rest of the way, and then beat them when 
they come to hills and tear up to the door at a mad gal- 
lop. Two ladies were thrown out of their carriage and 
injured, but the concierge explained to me carefully that 
it was the fault of the horses and not of the driver at 
all. The Americans insisted upon enjoying everything 
from the doubled prices to the little beggar children who 
always had-no mother, a blind father and ten little 
brothers and sisters, all of whom were starving. We 
followed our countrymen from shop to shop, and saw 
them charged the most exorbitant prices for the identi- 
cal souvenirs which we had purchased for much less 
before the advent of the “rich Americans.” 


In contrast to the jolly Americans were a Cook's party 
of personally-conducted Londoners. They were evi- 
dently traveling with a set purpose of covering the great- 
est amount of territory in the least possible time. They 
took the pleasures of sightseeing very seriously and 
looked as uncomfortable and grim as possible. They 
tore from one place of interest to another without a 
moment's breathing spell. They sat together at a long 
table, and after luncheon one day we heard the conduc- 
tor rise and say: 

“Ladies and gentlemen, you will now have fifteen min- 
utes to do just as you please with. At 1:15 we will as- 
semble at the outer door whence we will proceed to 
the ——.

Granada has many charming walks. In the crisp win- 
ter mornings we used to wander in the park surround- 
ing the Alhambra or follow the old wall to the Gen- 
eraliffe (House of the Architect.) The M must 
have been very @ond of water, for there are fountains 
and little falls everywhere. If you stop and listen in 
any portion of the grounds you can always hear the 
trickle of water, running above or under the ground. 
The great trees are surrounded with dainty ferns and 
gay flowers. Dark-eyed children clambered down from 
the mossy banks and offered us woodlawn violets with 
that same petition, “Cinco centimos.” They followed us 
for blocks, alternating that cry with “Pretty lady.” Of 
course we bought their—flowers. They laid in wait for 
us the next day and the next, but we could never resist 
them. In our rambles we used to meet herds of goats 
with bells on their necks, being driven from door to door 
and milked there for their customers. The goats were 
the cleanest things we saw in Spain. Once we saw a 
barber shaving a man in the front yard of a pretentious 
dwelling. We afterward learned that it was the custom 
for barbers to come to the houses of their customers and 
shave them in the streets. 

Not far from the Generaliffe is an old Moorish castle 
called the Tower of the Three Princesses (la Torre de 
las Infantas.) The interior is in such a dilapidated con- 
dition that the public is not admitted now, but through 
the windows can be seen a little of that exquisite ara- 
besque of the Alhambra. The legend of this tower fs 
very charming. In it lived three princesses of great 
beauty and three handsome courtiers, Christian prison- 
ers, worked in the ravine directly below them. By 
means of flowers they conversed with each other and 
finally fell in love. When the princes were ransomed, 
they persuaded the little princesses.to flee with them 
and to ecape from the tower by means of a ladder. The 
last little princess to descend was too timid, and saying 
that she loved her father too much to leave him, she 
bade her lover farewell, flung the ladder asffle and re- 
turned to her silken balcony. After her sisters left her 
she used to play sweet tunes at twilight in the window 
that faced the land of her lover. She so regretted her 
decision that she died soon from a broken heart. 

It was with genuine regret that we had to leave the 
Alhambra, which had proved so alluring to us all. 
Each day as we had read the old Moorish legends of 
the towers and walls; each night as we heard the tinkle 
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enjoyed it more and more. 
these courteous, passionate, 
happy people, so do us a favor, but who had so 
alarmed us at first by their fierce expressions and fiery

§PRINCES ARE TAUGHT TO RULE. 


WHY THE PRINCE OF WALES Is SUCH A GRACE- 
FUL PUBLIC SPEAKER. 


(Tit-Bits:] As a rule young princes of royal houses 
are placed in the hands of tutors, who school them in 
the ordinary branches of education suitable to their 
years. In addition, for so many hours each day their 
royal parents imbue them with a sense of their future 
responsibilities, 

The Prince of Wales was 16 when he made his first 
speech. It was in the form of a reply to an imaginary

murmurs, 
his tutor’s repeated reminders 
on such an occasion, 
he suddenly jumped to feet, made a sweeping bow, 
and to the amazement of his harassed master came out 
with the words, in plump and plain English: “Ladies 
and Gentlemen: I—er——” His speech was brought 
to an abrupt end before it was many words old by a 
none too complimentary remark from the grossly in- 
sulted “ruler,” who stood scowling in his college gown. 
For some minutes the two stood gazing at each other, 
until the Prince, flinging his German book, which had 
done duty as a programme, on his desk, declared with 
a shout that he had “done with such cackle,” strode out 
of the room, and slammed the door. And thus the cur- 
tain fell upon the first act of our present Prince of 
Wales's training in the art of pubiic speaking. It was 
some time before a second attempt at speechmaking was 
made, and on that occasion, in the presence of his father 
and mother, the royal student was more successful. 
Prince Edward of Wales, the bright son of the heir- 
apparent, has been put through the same course of in- 
struction under the supervision of his tutor, Mr. Hua, 
the librarian at Marlborough House, who has been en- 
trusted with his royal pupil’s education. Prince Eddy : 
is a fine specimen of a healthy British boy—a bright, ; 


sturdy, blue-eyed little fellow, whose boyish Ways and 
—, have already endeared him to the hearts of . 

Like many other boys, Prince Eddy has a great dis- 
like for languages, especially French. He was fre- 
quently made to stand in the corner through neglect of 
this subject. On one occasion he did not wait to be sent 
to the corner, but when the subject was introduced, 
calmly said: “I don’t think [ll do French today. I'll | 
go in the corner instead, if you don’t mind,” and off the 
little fellow marched to the corner before the tutor 
could reeover from his astonishment. 


The Crown Prince of Germany has gone through a 
very strict training. He entered the army when he was 
10, since which time his august father has steadily kept 
before him the fact that he will eventually hold the 
reins of power. 

He has been well taught how to comport 
himself when receiving ministers in audience, and in- 
structed in speechmaking and replying. In fact, he has 
been trained carefully in all branches of court etiquette 
with as much care as a university crew is coached for 
the annual boat race. 

Moreover, the Kaiser, to insure proficiency in his heir- 
apparent’s training, gives his son knotty problems to 
solve, invites him to express opinions on foreign policy, 
and to state what he would do in such-and-such an emer- 
gency. The result is that when the Crown Prince as- 
cends the throne he will be quite familiar with every 
branch of the duties imposed upon him. He will also 
be able to meet the members of the government and 
offer his advice without feeling that he is at all deficient 
in practice. 

An heir-presumptive who is being made well ac- 
quainted with the meaning of the word “kingship” is 
young Don Alfonso, who would be helr-apparent to the 
Spanish throne if anything should happen to King Al- 
fonso’s little baby son. He is the son of the Princess 
of Asturias—the Spanish King’s eldest sister—and Don 
Carlos of Bourbon. 

Upon the recent birth of the new fei: to the Spanish 
throne, Don Alfonso's prospects of course, con- 
siderably less brilliant, but at the some time there is a 
certain amount of danger attached to the helr-apparent's 
life, and it is by express desire of both the King and 
Queen of Spain that Don Alfonso. although only five 
years of age, shall receive special training in regal du- 
ties. He is a bright, jolly little dellow, quite aware of the 
dignity of his position and prospects, and enters into his 
studies with a large amount of real earnestness, because. 
as he often tells his papa, “P’r'aps I might be a king 
one day.” 

With a child so young tt ts difficult to him much. 
but so interested has his little mind become in the pom- 
pous side of regal ceremony that he is never so happy 
as when, in company with his younger sister Isabelta. 
and two high chairs turned upside down, they play at 
“Kings and Queens” in the nursery, much to the amuse-

REMINISCENCES OF ONE OF THE 
GREATEST OF PUBLIC SPEAKERS.

lines to Wendell Phillips: 
ee Fierce soul of just de- 
re! 
Spirit of the high noon of stern and valiant days! 
Proud Sidney's gracious mien, quick Cato’s breast of fire 
Swift tongue to cleave the Wrong—a Soldan’s scimeter— 
High stainless chief, best-loved, best-scorned in Right's 
keen war 
As day on day ascends, we see recede afar 
Thy name, but brightening to the splendor of a star 
Though Wrong still strives, and old Oppression’s front 
is brave. 
We may not call thee ¢rom the proud triumphant years 
Thy genius cast its seamless mantle o’er the slave 
And called to Freedom’s crown an age of servile tears; 
Nay, though no other voice through tempests yet to be 
Shall lift my flawless note to wake one tyrant’s fears; 
Yet fain, O Phillips, would our paltering epoch see 
For. Right's high cause another prophet—like to thee)” 

I here reproduce these lines as measuring my senti- 
ments toward and my estimate of the great abolition- 
ist, Both before and after the time I had the honor 
of knowing him. Being much engaged with my own 
affairs, it was not my habit or inclination either to seek 
Or to make calls on prominent public men, but whenever 
I was in Boston I never failed to call on Wendell Phil- 
lips from the mere reverence I bore him. Fierce and un- 
compromising as I knew him to be in his public utter- 
ances, what greatly astonished me in my first acquaint- 
ance with him was his gentleness and even modesty in 
persona! intercourse. He had in his manner absolutely 
none of the autocracy and cock-sureness of the conven- 
tional and established great man; nothing whatever of 
dogmatism in his expressions or speech, 

For a man of strong, even granite convictions, he was, 
in his persona! bearing, the serenest man I ever knew in 
public life. All his years a stirrer of mobs by his flerce 
speech, the center of a whirlwind of abuse and vilifica- 
tion, he had remained at soul perfectly tranquil. As he 
sat in the parlor of his modest Essex-street residence, 
where I often found him, he appeared a very mode! of 
ease and suavity. In the conversational discussions 
there of questions on which he was an Ezekiel of flery 
positive speech in public, he was as gentle and respectful 
to the opinions advanced by others as the most modest 
of men who have never earned by intellectual force and 
reputation the right to superior assertion. He was study- 
ing apparently all sides and views of a question. Never 
was a great man in private less a Dr. Johnson, autocrat 
of opinion, than Phillips, although in puW@ic he was the 
most fearless and uncompromising expositor of his con- 
victions. But having convictions, he was before appear- 
ing in public the most careful and painstaking student 
of every phase of the logic or reasoning supporting them. 

Thus in my conversation with him at this house on 
the temperance question of which in later years, after 
the subsidence of the abolition propaganda, he became an 
ardent advocate; he listened to me patiently for half an 
hour in urging my objections based on the grounds of 
personal liberty to certain proposed legislation in Massa- 
chusetts. Then, acknowledging the force of my reason- 
ing, he modestly gave his answer to my several points. 
But within a month his fierce exposition and denuncia- 
tion of the liquor traffic in Boston had closed every dram- 
shop in the city. 

By birth Phillips was an aristocrat of the Brahmin 
New England breed of the bluest blood. In this respect 
none in his native city of Boston claimed to be his su- 
perior, although he had early deserted his caste to be- 
come the champion of the slave and later of the working- 
man. But aristocrat in the best sense to the core, re- 
fined and exquisite in feeling and tastes, he was even 
without pretension, the very soul of quiet manners and 
good breeding. His college mates in Harvard and his 
boyhood companions in the Boston schools recalled that 
he had never been known to tell or listen to a doubtful 
story or to utter a profane word, his gift of the English 
speech making entirely unnecessary, in fact, through life, 
the use of expletives in order to be forcible or impress- 
ive. He was never 
dressed in modern fashion, though he belonged in time 
to the somewhat older New England generation. 

It is perhaps superfluous to record that although quite 
without the priggish pretensions of his Harvard school- 
mate, Sumner, he was a scholar to the last fiber, an 
adept in the classics and a student of modern literatures, 
as he was also an enthusiastic admirer of the greatly 
superior and nearly phenomenal scholarly accom plish- 
ments of his friend, Theodore Parker, who, at the age of 
40. was the master of forty-five languages. He spoke 
much of him. 

At the time of my meeting Phillips, Parker had been 
for several years dead, having exhausted his vitality by 
overapplication to books, dying at the age of 45 in Italy, 
where he had gone to recuperate his wasted physical en- 
ergies. Taking me to a rear window of his house, he 
pointed up the hill to the house a few hundred yards dis- 
tant from his own, and which had been Parker’s resi- 
dence, showing me the window of the garret which had 
been Parker’s study, “Up there,” he said, “Parker not 
only burned the midnight of], but burned out the oll 
of his life. keeping his light habitually ablaze through 
that window till 2 and 2 o’elock in the morning.”

In person, Phillips was tall and symmetrically formed, 
though he had nothing of the massive proportions of 
his college mate, Sumner, but in his youth and middle 
age he was accounted an Apollo or an Antinous. But 
nearly at 60, when I first saw him, he had shrunken 
somewhat from his first roundness, though his courtli- 
ness and grace he always retained. 

Of his oratory, which was a prominent element of his 
reputation with the public, I have not yet spoken, but

it was extraordinary and even marvelous in its kind, 
since, with none of the characteristics that make the 
repute or from the idea of the conventional orator, he 
achieved the most astounding effects. He spoke in a 
conversational] tone and almost without a gesture, stand- 
ing quietly, hardly moving either hands or feet, yet pro- 
ducing on the audiences electrical results rarely effected 
by the most impassioned efforts of other speakers. He 
was never declamatory. Art and grace, with a clear mu- 
sical voice, he had to perfection, but the interest with 
which he bound his hearers was purely intellectual, the 
power of ideas clearly and graphically expressed—the 
greatest triumph that oratory can achieve since its im- 
pressions are not evanescent, but lasting. Behind it all, 
of course, and especially in his anti-slavery warfare, 
was the terrible force of his convictions. As Curtis said 
of him: “Intellectually he was a Greek, his moral na- 
ture was Hebraic.” 


As is well known of him, he first came suddenly and 
permanently into prominence in 1837, at the age of 26 in 
connection with the murder of the anti-slavery editor, 
Lovejoy, by a pro-slavery mob at Alton, on the Mis- 
sourlt River. A public meeting was called in Faneuil 
Hall to express horror at this outrage. Many orators 
had spoken in condemnation of this infamous murder, 
among others the famous Dr. Channing, when there arose 
in the gallery the Attorney-General of Massachusette, 
James T. Austin, and in an violent speech eulogized the 
murderers, saying of Lovejoy that he had died as the 
“fool dieth,” and likening his assassins to the heroes 
of the revolution. A young man unknown to fame, “his 
brow still wet with the dews of youth,” mounted the 
platform and said: 

“Sir, when I heard the gentleman lay down principles 
which place the murderers of Alton side by side with 
Otis and Hancock, with Quincy and Adams, I thought 
those pictured lips” (pointing to the portraits of these 
Revolutionary leaders on the wall) “would have broken 
into voice to rebuke the recreant American—the slan-

Full-rigged ships, unless towed through 
the Straits, always prefer to take their chances in doub- 
ling the stormy Cape, while the smaller coasta] trading 
schooners usually essay the inland route. Steamers are 
about equally divided, those of the Pacific Steam Navi- 
gation Company, the English line, going through the 
Straits, while the more cautious German line, the Kos- 
mos, deems its steamers safer in the more open water. 
The big 10,000-ton boats of the English line plying be- 
tween New Zealand and London also prefer sea room 
and surges to rocks and smooth water. Insurance is 
high by the Cape; by the Straits it is almost prohibitive. 


Route Chosen for Battleships. 


The sending of the battleship fleet by Magellan is said 
to have been decided upon only after prolonged debate 
in the naval board. The determining factor proved to 
be the necessity of coaling at Punta Arenas, not the | 
avoidance of rough weather or the saving of distance. 
There is little doubt that, with the precautions that are 
being taken to make the passage a safe one, the voyage 
through the Straits will be accomplished without acci- 
dent; nevertheless, to those who understand the dangers 
that beset this route, the report that the fleet is out 
again into open sea will come as very welcome news. 

Magellan, who left Europe on an exploriag expedition 
in 1519, discovered the Straits In 1520 and applied to 
them the name of Estrecho de Todo Santos—the Strait 
of All Saints. Gamboa, the next comer, called them 
Estrechos de la Madre de Dios—the Straits of the 


Mother of God—and the next man through tried to 
make it Estrechos de Espiritu Santa—the Holy Ghost. 
Common usage winnowed this all down to plain Magel- 
lan, and thus it stands. Magellan, with three ships, was 
six days in making the passage through to the Pacific, 
across whicl®he directed his course to the Philippines, 
to lose his life, like most of the other explorers of his 
time, in an encounter with the natives. 

The Atlantic entrance to the Straits of Magellan is

The Cordillera of the Andes, which reach their high- 
est point in the 24,000-foot Aconcagua near Valparaiso, 
and which fall off greatly in elevation between the dorti- 
eth and fiftieth parallels, attain considerable height 
again as the point of the continent is reached, and it 
was through this range that some titanic disturbance 
in a prehistoric era opened up the Straits of Magellan. 


A Place of Long Winters. 


The latitude—in the vicinity of 60 degrees south—is 
responsible for a long season of cold weather, while 
the mountains themselves, blocking the moisture of the 
Pacific, bring about a heavy snowfall. As a result of 
the cold and the snow, magnificent glaciers have been 
formed, and a passage through some of the narrower 
channels in winter time is almost like a cruise among 
rows of colossal stationary icebergs. Perhaps the most 
beautiful of these fjords is that known as the Ultima 
Esperanza, which cuts off from the main Strait and 
winds its narrow way through the very heart of the 
Andes to the base of the mountain of the same name as 
the passage. Here it broadens for a space into a bay 
not unremotely resembling the palm of a man’s hand, 
to ultimately divide into five finger-like inlets which 
twine round and about the base of the great mountain 
as though trying to drag it down in their cold clasp. 
The wherefore of the name, which means “The Last 
Hope,” is not recorded, but the odds are a hundred to 
one it traces back to some more or less apochryphab 
yarn about some shipwrecked sailors. 

A few years ago some Norwegian scientists found the 
almost perfectly preserved skin and a number of the 
bones of a mylodon, an extinct gigantic sloth, in a cave 
on the side of the mountain of Ultima Esperanza.

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Ex-Presidents not Needy. 
Most oF THEM LEAVE THE WHITE 
HovusE WiTH AMPLE MEANS. 
By a S pecial Contributor. 
X-PRESIDENT CLEVELAND'S advocacy of “pro- 
F viding for” ex-Presidents in the way of liberal 
pensions from the government, does not appear to 
meet with very general favor, for it is a fact generally 
recognizea that most of our Chief Executives have man- 
aged to leave the White House comfortably fixed finan- 
cially; although some of them were possessed of but 
little wealth when elected. 

Mr. Cleveland was a poor man when he entered the 
White House, he paying taxes on less than $8000 when 
he was elected President first time. Today he is more 

than a millionaire. Mr. Cleveland was not a lavish 
spender during his incumbency of the White House. 
He drew his salary with the utmost regularity; he made 
“fortunate invesiments” in Washington suburban real 
estate; his Oak View summer home purchase brought 
him in an immense income; he likewise got inside in- 
formation through his friend and adviser E. C. Benedict, 
and bought Chicago Gas at a time when it was a dead 
sure thing to double in value. It would take consider- 
able space to give a partial list of Mr. Cleveland’s hold- 
ings. He is rich; very rich. 
_ Van- Buren was so rich that he didn’t trouble himself 
to draw his salary until the expiration of his four years, 
| when he signed for an even $100,000. Every expense of 
| the White House outside of that provided for by Con- 
| gress, was paid by Mr. Van Buren out of his own pocket.

James Monroe entered the White House a very poor 
man, and he retired almost penniless.

Polk, Fillmore and Pierce were all rich men when 
elected President, and each left the White House finan- 
cially well fixed, leaving to their families and relatives 
large estates. 

James Madison had a good bank account and lots of 
real estate when he became President, and it had not 
dwindled perceptibly when he retired. Both mosey 
and property was rapidly scattered to the winds after 
Madison died, but for his papers Congress paid Mrs. 
Madison $20,000, and this was all the beautiful Dolly 
got. 
| Andrew Johnson was comfortably rich when he was 
_ chosen Chief Executive. He owned mills, farms, stores 
| and other properties at Knoxville and Greenville, Tenn., 
| and the balance was on the right side of the ledger in 

bank. 


| Buchanan was wealthy, too, as was also Andrew 
Jackson, but the latter was impoverished before death 
by assuming the debts of his son, Andrew Jackson, Jr. 
John Quincy Adams died a rich man. He owned im- 
_mense properties in Boston and Washington. 
Thomas Jefferson, according to history, always put on 
a large amount of style, and was rated as a very rich 


man, but in old age he was reduced to hardpan living | 


/and was forced to cease entertaining with such lavish 
‘hand at Monticello. Congress paid him $28,000 for the 
larger portion of his valuable library, and this was eco- 


| nomically used during his last days. 


William Henry Harrison was known as a plain every- 
day man, and while in the White House he was the 
same. He saved a goodly portion of his salary and 
died moderately rich. His grandson, Benjamin Harri- 
son, was likewise economical, cared little for style, saved 
money, and enjoyed a lucrative law practice after his 
term. He died worth a snug sum. 

Gen. Grant was not a fast liver, but while in the 
White House he lived well, but at the same time saved 
money, the salary of President being raised from $25,- 
000 to $50,000 while he was serving his second term. 
He was not rich, but worth considerable money when 
his second term expired. An unfortunate entanglement 
in a wild-cat financial concern caused him to be forced 
to pledge his swords, medals and gems to W. H. Van- 
derbilt for the loan of $100,000 to clear his good name of 
the disgrace others had brought upon him. 

The most extravagant of Presidents was Arthur, who 
not infrequently gave dinners costing as much as $5000. 
He played a high hand, but he had the wealth to back 
him. When he went into the White House He was worth 
a half-million, and for a time it seemed as though he 
wished to see just how rapidly he could spend it, a 
course entirely different from that of his predecessor, 
the lamented Garfield, who died a poor man. The peo- 
ple of a grateful nation raised a sum of $300,000 for the 
widow, and Congress voted her a pension of $5000 annu- 
ally. 

Hayes was accused of parsimony while in the White 
House, and this because he offered no wine to guests 


at dinners, There was but little entertaining, but it 
was not because the President was short financially. He 
did not believe in these costly social and official func 
tions, no matter who paid the freight. 

Lincoln was a poor man when he was elected Presi- 
dent, and had he lived to serve out his term he would 
perhaps have retired worth only a few hundred dollars 
more than when he entered. Both he and Mrs. Lincoln 
were very liberal and gave away a great dea] of money 
to people in distress. 


Another poor man elected to the Presidency was Mc- 
Kinley. He was not only poor, but was in debt. By 
frugal management and the assistance of friends he was 
accumulating money when the assassin’s bullet ended 
his useful life. 


When called to the Chief Executive’s chair, Roosevelt 
was more than comfortably fixed so far as this world’s 
goods are concerned. He enjoyed a good income from 
his real-estate investments and from the product of his 
pen. He has been by no means a spendthrift, but has 
entertained on a liberal scale, and will leave the White 
House a much poorer man than when he entered.

CEMENT FROM VOLCANOES. 

The saving Japanese, who are forced to play a close 
game with life because of the narrowness of their islands 
and the tremendous yearly increase in the population, 
have learned to take cunning advantage of every by- 
product of nature. 

They rake the sea beaches for seaweed to use as der- 
tilizer and grub the mountains for twigs to burn into 
charcoal. Now they are turning the many and trouble- 
some volcanoes to good purpose by manufacturing the 
volcanic ash into cement. To them belongs the credit 
of discovering that the scoria that sweeps down from 
volcano vents and sears the whole countryside round 
may at least be tolerated, if it has to come, as an econo- 
mic asset. 

G. H. Scidmore, American Consul at Nagasaki, has 
reported to the Department of Commerce and Labor 
that a Japanese company, organized to work volcanic 
ash into cement, had already paid a dividend of 9 per 
cent. for the first half year on a capital of 200.000 yen, 
and that it had more orders in sight than it could fill. 
The Mitsu Bishi and Kawaski dockyards, the two great 
privately-owned dockyards of the empire: the govern- 
ment naval yards at Sasebo and the Wakamatsu Iron 
Foundry Company were all being supplied with new ash 
cement. 

The government had recently granted a contract for 


works at Keelung. Quantities have already been ex- 
ported to North China, Formosa, and Corea. 

The ash, which is obtained from two of the great cra- 
ters in the so-called Japanese Alps, running through the 
main island of Hondo, near the west coast, is ground and 
screened at the new company’s factory, and because of 
the nature of the composition it needs nothing but wa- 
ter to become very good cement. One asset the new 
company can count upon—the supply of the crude mate- 
rial is inexhaustible, and the more that is carted away 
the more land will be uncovered for the struggling 
farmer. 

The discovery of the new cement strikes one more 
American product from the list of our exports which 
had been among the necessaries for Japan. The Port- 
land cement, manufactured in Oregon and Washington,

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FEBRUARY WORK. 


PREPARATION OF SOIL, FERTILIZATION, 
EtTc., CONSIDERED. 


By Ernest Braunton, 


FTER we have had one good, long, sufficient (for 
A» time) rain, such as at the present writing has 

not fallen, it will be time enough to begin garden- 
ing in earnest. After such a rain time should elapse 
sufficient to dry out the soil somewhat into a werkable 
condition, for soil worked when unfit only becomes still 
more unfit for planting. In the meantime, if said soak- 
ing rain has not come, put your soil in a condition to 
receive all that falls. There is always considerable doubt 
as to our rainfall, in time and quantity, but it is far bet- 
ter dor plant life than the city’s supply, so that we 
should aim both to catch and hold it. For this purpose 
leave your soil in the rough, well-spaded up, until you 
need to use it. After each rain, for fear no more will 
come, hoe and. rake the surface as deeply as you may

The lat- 
ter are best if propagated each season by rooting tips 
in a box of sand and the time is pretty early, although 
March (the first day) should see them all started. By 
planting the cuttings.in sand, keeping moist but not too 
wet, you can easily perpetuate a stock of your favorite 
‘mums. Hardy annuals may of course be sown, and also 
the hardier sorts of summer-flowering bulbs. ; 


Sow Sweet Peas Now. 


No better time could be found than the present for 
the sowing of sweet peas dor spring blossoms. The 
plants’ like to grow in the cool earth, and if sown now 
the vines will be shading the roots before the soil gets 
overheated.

WINNING WHITE ROCK. 


WuitE Fowts Favorites DURING THE 
SHow SEASON.

HE two leading breeds in the show season just 

closed were the White Plymouth Rocks and Whits 
™ Wyandottes, both outnumbering all other breeds. 
Economic values in both are quite alfke, the Wyan- 
dotte growing a plump carcass for broiling a little ear- 
lier than the Rock; in egg-production, however, they 
are of equal value. 


The White Plymouth Rock tooksits as a 
sport drom the Barred. By careful handling it has been 
built up to breed reasonably true to type and color of 
plumage, while as an egg machine and a producer of 
“meat of good flavor, it is among the best of the general- 
purpose breeds. We show herewith a good picture of 
the winning male bird in this breed at the Los Angeles 
and Pomona shows. This bird is even handsomer than 
the view here given, possessing in a marked degree the 
elemental characteristics of the Plymouth Rocks, being 
blocky, with strong features in head and leg points, 
good white plumage, and fine shape. ft is pleasant to 
record that he is a California product, being bred by Ar- 
thur J. Little of Monrovia. 


Color Units Again. 
The references that have been made tn this depart- 


ment on the Mendel law as applied to plant and poultry | 


breeding are indeed of more than passing moment to the 
fancier breeding for color points. Touching on this 


somewhat little understood problem W. R. Gilbert, an — 


old and experienced New England fancier and breeder, 
. gays that all colors may be produced “from what may 
_ be called the primary colors, viz., black-red, silver duck- 
wing, black and white; but no amount of mixture of 
any three of these will produce the fourth, unless by 
throwing back to an actual infusion of the blood of that 
color into one of the other colored strains. For in- 
stance, crossing black and white produces blues, 


splashes, cuckoos, and self-colors of each parent, but | 
never black-reds or silver grays, unless either of the | 
strains crossed has been comparatively recently, crossed | 


with black-red or silver-gray. Similarly, blacker white 


is seldom produced from any pure strain of silver-gray | 


and black-red when crossed. Brown-reds of many 
shades are prodced from a mixture of black-red and the 
addition of which brings pyles of all sorts, ginger reds, 
buffs, spangies and others; or, should the gray colors be 
infused, yellow birchens, silver birchens and all sorts 
of duckwings, according to the proportfonate amounts 
of each color in the combination. Of course, it is well 
known that red and gray produce duckwings, and red 
and white cause pyles, or in each case, self-colors of 
either parent, which are, of course, not pure.” 

We would like to see some of our fancier-breeders 
“try out” the application of the Mende] idea, The 
progeny if exhibited with explanatory literature when 
exhibited would create more attention in the showroom 
than the stereotyped array of standard breeds. Who 
will be the first to experiment along these lines? 


Get Busy With the Incubator. 


The want of rain is creating some apprehension, even 
among poultrymen, as it has a decided tendency to in- 
crease the price of grain and mil) feeds. In spite of 
this, however, we deem it advisable to take chances 
with old Jupiter Pluvius with the conviction that before 
the season is over we shall have sufficient rainfall to in- 
sure good garden and field crops. That being granted, 
the wise breeder will put the wooden hen to work, and 
keep her busy until he is assured of a goodly flock for 
next season’s operations. Artificial hatching and 
brooding has of late years developed into almost an 
exact sclence—so much so, that all professional breed- 
ers have adopted it. With the incubator, you have the 
business under absolute control, and you turn out prod- 
uct in large numbers at one and the same time, while 
with the hen your hatching comes along spasmodically 
and in small lots, while with the machine you accom- 
plish the results in less time and in larger measure. 
Even fanciers and amateurs find artificial incubation 
and brooding of advantage. 3 

The quality of the modern incubator ts high. The 
difficulties that beset the earlier machines have all 
been solved. If the beginner will accurately follow the 
printed instructions that go with each machine there 
will be no trouble in its successful operation. Prices 
have also been much reduced of late years, so that the 
machines are within reach of people with only moderate 
means. Now is a good time to do your hatching, and 
we suggest that all our readers who are aiming for max- 
imum results give the matter immediate attention.

demned of all parties. Administrative vandals have 
turned it into the Palais Restaurant. Gaunt spindle 
trees struggle in vain to thrive in the somber narrow 
courtway illustrious for past scenes of agony. 

“The Isle of Saint Louis is in some sort a continua- 
tion of the old city. It is a kind of provincial town in 
Paris. The streets are silent and deserted. There are 
no shops, no business. A few old aristocratic mansions 
with their tall facades, their emblazoned pediments, 
their severe architecture, alone tell the glorious past of 
this noble quarter.” In the Rue Saint Louis is the ad- 
mirable Lambert mansion, which at one time was the 
rendezvous of all the wits. Mme. du ChAtlet was en- 
throned here; Voltaire lived in it, and this famous house 
radiated brightness over the length and breadth of daz- 
zied Paris. Below the Lambert “hdétel,” along the river, 
is the Marie Bridge, at the foot of which, says Cain, used 
to moor the famous water diligence from whose deck 
disembarked, in October, 1784, a pale-complexioned youth 
of regolute brow, with eyes that gazed from their depths 
on the horizons of the immense town. It was Bona- 
parte. He had come to continue his studies at the 
Ecole Militaire. The first glimpse the future Caesar 
had of Paris was the apse of Notre Dame, the old and 
venerable Notre Dame in which he was to be crowned, 
and. round which, in preparation for the coronation day, 
eighteen houses were pulled down. Writers and poets 
have always dwelt in this old quarter of the Isle of Saint 
Louis, at the confluence of the Seine’s two arms: Geoges 
Sand, Baudelaire, Théophile Gautier, and the rest. 

Then we come to the left bank of the river—the left 
bank with ita Church of Sainte Geneviéve, its Pantheon, 
its Odéon, its Saint Sulpice, its Rue de Varenne, where 
each portal awakes the remembrance of some illustrious 
name; and, lastly, the old quarter of the Sorbonne. You 
may come across many streets in this region away from 
the shouts and laughter of studentdom, which, ancient 
of name and provincial in aspect, have kept an “atmos- 
phere of monastic lite, and are full of infinite charm. 
Not far from the Boulevard Saint Michel is a tangle of 
streets about the Cathedral of Saint Sulpice, where all 
the shops are devoted to the selling of religious objects. 
This out-of-the-world Paris, a Paris of prayer and medi- 
tation, of silence and oblivion, is opposed to that mad 
capital, noisy and swift-moving, bent ceaselessly on busi- 
ness or on pleasure. Very much of the old picturesque- 
ness of the left bank has departed with the destruction 
of many of the university buildings. The new Sor- 
bonne resembles a German railway station more than 
anything else. We should like to linger fn some of 
these quaint old streets full of the remembrances of the 
Revolution, and of the lives of saints and savants, but 
we must pass on to the Panthéon, which has changed 
its name and character more frequently than any other 
Parisian building. It began by being a church; it has 
ended as a civil sepulcher of the great men whom the 
nation delights to honor. An odd chassé-croisé has 
ousted one set of distinguished dead to substitute an- 
other. The Constituent Assembly having carried Mira- 
beau’s body thither, it was disinterred by order of the 
Convention, and Marat, the “virtuous” Marat, was buried 
in its place. Some months later Marat’s body was “de- 
pantheonized” and cast into a common grave. Voltaire 
and Rousseau were in their turn triumphantly interred. 
Voltaire’s body had been brought to the Panthéon from 
the ruins of the Bastile on a triumphal car, escorted by 
fifty girls dressed in antique style, and the actors and 
actresses of the Thédter Francais in their stage dresses. 


A dreadful storm descended on the procession, so that , 


the spectacular effect was entirely spoiled. The inter- 
ment there of Victor Hugo's body in May, 1885, belongs, 
of course, to the very recent history of Paris. 

What history, too, lingers in the Luxembourg, this 
Luxembourg which was at once a palace and a prison, 
and today houses the Senators of France! It was here 
that Marie de Médicis gave magnificent fétes, where, 
also, the Comte de Provence prepared his escape from 
France on the very evening that Louis XVI and Marie 
Antoinette began their lugubrious journey to Varennes. 
The courtyard served as a promenade for the prisoners 
of the Terror. It was here also that the Directory fétes 
were held. Indeed, this district is crowded with the 
bloody memories of the Revolution. Close by is the 
Carmes Prison, scene of the terrible massacre of 1792. 
On the wall of the house where Maillard held his shame- 
ful tribunal are still the red marks of the blood-dripping 
sabers of the slayers, together with the signatures of 
fair prisoners waiting the judgments of the bloodthirsty 
court. We have no time to deal with all these memo- 
ries, nor with the fascinating history of the Institute of 
France illuminated by the greatest names in literature, 
art, and science. There also is the Pont des Arts, rep- 
resenting one of the most captivating views of the Seine, 
crowded with passenger boats, tugs, and barges. At the 
river’s side work the watermen’s barbers, dog shearers, 
bathmen, and washerwomen, a separate population, with 
its own customs and its own language. 

On the right bank of the river there is a vast deal of 
history to be found in the quarters still untouched by 
the zeal of the reformer. There is the delightful Place 
des Vosges, preserving much of its old picturesque as- 
pect. There are the Halles, and the old streets and 
monuments adjacent, and there is, of course, the Garden 
of the Tuileries, and the great and splendid Palace. of the 
Louvre, in which one finds the richest treasures of his- 
torical romance. In this short article we have hardly 
done more than touch the fringe of old Paris, of the 
Paris that is being brushed aside to make room for new 
streets and new improvements. But perhaps we have 
said enough to indicate in some faint measure the pic-

ESCAPE FROM SIBERIA. 


REMARKABLE STORY OF A SWISS PROFESSOR’S 
DASH FOR LIBERTY. 


{London Daily Telegraph:] An exciting and remark- 


able story of escape from Siberia is related by M. 


Maurice Gehri, a Swiss professor who unexpectedly re- 
turnel to the home of his parents at Morges, in the 
Canton of Vaul, on Christmas Eve, after a series of 
thrilling experiences. 

M. Gehri, was born at Morges on April 11, 1885, and 
after a brilliant. school and university career, he decid- 
ed to become a schoolmaster, and accepted a post as 
professor of French at the°Gymnase de Gitomir, in the 
government of Volhynia. He took up his duties in the 
spring of 1905, and began to study the political prob- 
lems of Russia with enthusiasm. The sympathy he felt 
with those who were trying their utmost to bring about 
reforms of the laws and to alleviate the conditions un- 
der which the vast majority of the people lived soon 
attracted the attention of the authorities to the young 
Swiss master. He was in sympathy with the efforts of 
the reforniers; and as the son of a free country, in 
which it is no crime to speak openly, he did not hesitate 
to express his opinions. His clearly-defined views 
aroused the suspicions of the police. He was closely 
watched, and on August 28, 1906 (old style,) he was ar- 
rested as a revolutionist. 

Political offenders in 
obtaining a hearing—much less of obtaining justice— 
and on April 4, 1907, after a trial which was a mere 
mockery, he was sentenced to transportation for life. 
On August 3 he set out for Siberia with a band of other 
prisoners. The prisoners were carried by train as far as 
Krasnoyarsk, in the basin of the Yenisei, where they 
detrained in order to complete the journey by road on 
foot. Day after day they tramped on, weary and foot- 
sore, but as they advanced further and further from 
civilization, the guards, sullen and relentless as they 
were, became less careful in their supervision and less 
strict. Doubtless they thought that escape was impossi- 
ble—and indeed the majority of the prisoners, despor- 
dent and in despair, had no heart to make an attempt. 

But while most of the others were resigned to their 
fate, M. Gehri was keenly alive to everything that was 
taking place. He saw that the laxity of the guards 
made an attempt to escape possible, and he resolved to 
watch for and to seize the first favorable opportunity. 
Success meant lide and liberty, instead of a living tomb: 
failure would not make his position much worse. And 
if he happened to be killed while making the attempt— 
well, his troubles would be over. The opportunity came 
on September 17, when they were about half way be- 
tween Krasnoyarsk and their destination, the penal set- 
tlement, and M. Gehri and two others, to whom he had 
confided his iftention, seized it with both hands. While 
the guards were drinking the three men crept out into 
the darkness, determined to make a bold dash for lib- 
erty, although they had very little, if any, idea of the 
direction they should take. And in order to make pur- 
suit more difficult they separated almost at once. 

After many adventures, M. Gehri reached Viadivostok, 
and finally Japan, whence he telegraphed for money to 
pay his passage home to Switzerland. He set sail on 
November 16, on board the Messageries Maritimes liner 
Tonkin, and arrived home on Christmas Eve, safe and 
sound, and not much upset by the terrible experiences 
he had had. His return was quite unexpected, and 


when he reached home his parents were wondering | 


when, if ever, they would see him again.

The Indians made use of these palms for food and shel- 
ter in the early days. Mr. Parish says in his treatise: 
“The habitations of the desert Indians were mere shel- 
ters, but naturally palm leaves, when easily procured, 
were utilized in their primitive construction. Strands 
split from leaves were convenient for tying, and it is said 
were sometimes used for the spiral coil with which they 
built their baskets. They were also used in building the 
characteristic granaries used by these Indians for storing 
the various seeds used by them for food. Of these food 
supplies the fruit of the palm was an important part. It 
was eaten fresh, and also dried for preservation. A fa- 
vorite method of preparing the dried fruit was by tritu- 
rating it with water in a stone mortar until a pulpy 
mass, rich in saceharine properties, was produced. The 
seeds were then separated and the pulp was thickened 
with meal made from pounded ‘chia’ (Salvia,) or grass 
seed, or pine nuts. The bony seed itself was pounded 
into meal. The terminal bud was also baked and eaten. 
The Coahuilla Indians named it Mau-wal. Each grove 
was the property of a particular clan, to whom alone 
belonged the right to gather the fruit.”

Passion Fruit. 


GENTLEMAN who has traveled extensively in the 
British colonies wishes me to call attention to the 
passion fruit, and does not understand why it is not cul- 
tivated for the market in Southern CalMornia. The rea- 
son is, perhaps, that there is no market for this product. 
Although it is a very popuar fruit in Australia and grown 
there in commercial quantities, the fruit is for domestic 
use, and shipments to London have failed to bring the 
price of freight. In fact many cases are given away 
every year in Britain to try to arouse a general demand 
for the fruit. Australians tell us that nothing can com- 
pare with it In flavor, and boast of its piquancy in salads. 
It is used dor flavoring icings, ice creams and cakes, and 
the fruit is eaten fresh with great relish. The passion 
fruit can be grown easily in California, but there is ab- 
solutely no market demand for it, that I ever heard of, 
at least. 


Spineless Cactus. |

grains. A protest has been made against further exhi- 
bitions of this character, presumably because the outlines 
of the Wiggin’s animals would offend the astistic senst- 
bilities of the people of Seattle. I do not suppose these 
protests will make very much impression upon the Los 
Angeles man, for he always plays for the eye of the ex- 
position visitors, and later for their interest, and under- 
standing of the section he so effectively represents. He 
does not expect to win the Seattle people away from their 
own municipal idol, but he may induce a few of the 
million visitors te turn their attention southward, and I 
ope he will make a Teddy bear of “fig leather” as big 
as a grizzly, squash totem poles,, nut Jumboes and prune 
cavaliers “till you can’t rest.”

Cynaniding the Flies. 


T has been shown beyond all doubt that the white fly 

cannot survive a good dose of cyanide. The examina- 
tion of the work done at Bakersfield to exterminate this 
pest is now entirely conclusive. Mr. Strong, who fumi- 
gated the Tevis trees, has just revisited the place, and 
pronounces the insects all destroyed upon the trees that 
were gassed. Now the only hope of finding any escapes 
is upon plants that may not have been fumigated. Every 
inspection has been directed to discover other infected 
plants—perhaps the most thorough inspection by the 
greatest number of experts ever made in the State. Mr. 
Strong had the “trap trees” defoliated while at Bakers- 
field, thus removing the last chance of reinfection. 
About the first of February the State Horticultural Com- 
missioner’s office will ¢umigate every tree again, this be- 
ing the third time such treatment is given. Careful 
watch will be kept of this place for two years, and the 
possibility of any files escaping will be very remote. I 
believe all danger from that point has been passed. 


Protecting Vineyards. 
UST now there is a lively contest on between the 
Horticultural Commissioners of a county in the Sac- 
ramento Valley and prospective grape planters in the 
same county, over the exclusion of rooted vines through | 
an ordinance passed by the Board of Supervisors. This 


ties, and promises irreconcilable differences between the 
nurserymen and the horticultural authorities. All ad-— 
mit that the county quarantine ordinances are in need 
of radical revision, and the nurserymen have been ad- 
vised that every county quarantine enactment in the | 
State would be declared void were they tested in court. 
But no nurseryman wants the notoriety of attacking 
these ordinances, and so the county acts are held in full 
force by the County Commissioners. 

Southern California has been a leader in the enact- 
ment of these quarantine measures, and the results have 
been so good that no one wants to see the gates thrown 
open to the importation of vines from the northern part 
of the State. The latest publication on the vine, just | 
out, says that 560,000 acres have been destroyed by phy!- 
loxera north of the Tehachapi, and that this insect does 
not exist in Southern California. No one can blame the 
vine growers of the south for insisting upon the exclu- 
sion of vines from infected portions of the State, and 
as grapevines only are inhibited, the nurserymen’s plea 
for freer trading in vines will not have any effect in 
these counties unless some plan other than prohibitive 
ordinances can be devised that would still protect the 
vineyards. At the last fruit growers’ convention pro- 
vision was made for the appointment of a committee 
on horticultural legislation. This body may be able to 
recommend a county quarantine plan that will be less 
objectionable to the nurserymen. When in Siskiyou 
county recently I advised the Supervisors not to pass a 
quarantine ordinance they had drawn up. But this was 
different from the phylloxera ordinances, for the Horti- 
cultural Commissioners could accomplish the desired 
protection without further authority than that con- 
ferred by the Legislature. 


In the line of “tight” horticultural quarantine Spain 
takes the lead of even Southern California. A very late 
order absolutely prohibits the importation of vines into 
that country, with one exception, namely, American re- 
sistant vines may be. imported free into any province 
which has been officially declared phylloxerated. No 
doubt the Spanish authorities as rigidly prevent the 
carrying of vines from an infected province to one that 


is clean. | 


Carelessness and Incompetency. 


HE fact that the Lodi district has thus far escaped 

the dreaded vineyard phylioxera that has devastated 
the vines of other parts of the State, cannot be attrib- 
uted to any effort or care exercised by local wine-grape 
growers. Thousands of grape boxes every season have 
been shipped to phylloxera infected districts and 
returned and refilled ‘and shipped again without going 
through a process of fumigation. 

There is an idea prevalent that the peculiar sancy- 
loam character of our soil is immune from phyllixera 
and other vine diseases, but it is an unwarranted and 


unfounded contention. No reason has been, Bor can 
be, advanced in support of this theory. . 


Lax and incompetent methods are also in evidence re- 
garding the examination of cuttings shipped to Lodi from 
outside districts. Last year hundreds of thousands of 
wine-grape cuttings of the Alacante Bouchet and Petit 
Sirrth varieties came here in carload lots and were car- 
ried away without the commissioner's examination. In 
another instance several thousand healthy-rooted To- 
kay vines were condemned when they should have re- 
ceived the stamp of approval 

Between the rank incompetency of commissioners and 
the criminal negligence of many of our growers, it is a 
wonder that vine diseases are not rampant in this dis- 
trict. 

Ours seems to be a case where the Lord is with us.—

N Imperial Valley exchange states that among re- 
| cent arrivals in Imperial Valley is L. C. Sloan, who 
| has been growing melons at Rocky Ford for seven years 
| and has been attracted by the superior advantages of 
| this on. Mr. Sloan has rented land on the McGuire 
_ Place, a mile and a half south of E) Centro, and intends 
| to plant dourteen acres in cantaloupes and six acres in 
ee with seed which he brought from Rocky 
rd. 


Comparing conditions in Colorado and in Imperial 
Valley, Mr. Sloan said: “Planting begins at Rocky 
Ford about May 1, and gathering the crop about August 
5. Here they plant in February and begin shipping by 
the middle of May. Rocky Ford land, valued at $100 to 
$300 an acre, produces from 100 to 250 crates, worth 
from 75 cents $1 a crate. Imperial Valley produces from 
300 to 400 crates to the acre and the price runs from 
$1.85 to $2.60 per crate. The quality of Imperial Valley 
cantaloupes is said to be better.” 


As no other melon-growing region produces so early 
a crop as Imperial Valley, there can be no competition 
to greatly reduce market prices, and Mr. Sloan says he 
sees no reason to fear that the raising of melons ever 
_ will be overdone here. He intends to buy land and be- 
come a permanent resident, and he knows a number of

But one kind is commonly grown artificially; this is 
known as “aguricus compestris.” The seed-like organs, 
called spores, cannot ordinarily be used in propagation, 
but in their place the root-like parts are used. This 
material, called spawn, comes in the shape of bricks 
4 which contain the underground portions of the plants 
in dormant form. “Any seedsman can supply spawn. 

Mushrooms do not require light in which to grow, 
consequently beds are frequently made in cellars. 
Any cellar or cave in which the temperature does not go 
much below 50 degrees may be used. An average of 55 
degrees will be found to be about right. 


A framework should be made for the beds of any con- 
venient length and width, but deep enough to contain 
about twelve inches of compost after it has been well 
packed. Fresh horse manure that is nearly free from 
Straw or litter is commonly used to grow mushrooms 
in, and it should be gathered as rapidly as possible. 
The manure is placed in a pile so as to induce ¢ermen- 
tation, but it must be turned daily to prevent burning. 

The heat will soon become intense, but after a few 
days it will subside; after this stage has passed the ma- 
nure may be placed in the beds. It should be put in 
layers and each layer is packed as hard as possible by 
pounding with a brick or mallet. The temperature of 
the compact must be watched closely by inserting a 
thermometer into the bed. When it reaches 90 degrees 
the spawn should be planted. The bricks of dried 
spawns are broken into pieces about the size of a wal- 
nut and inserted into holes in the manure, about three 
inches deep and four or five inches“wpart. The surface 
should be pressed down firm after planting. In about 
ten days a coating of good loamy soil is put on the beds 
two inches thick; this should also be well firmed, then 
the beds are covered with hay or straw. If everything 
has been done just right, no further attention will] be 
required until the mushrooms begin to appear. The 
air of the room must be kept damp, and if the beds be- 
come dry, moisture must be supplied. Water should

‘Mushroom Growing. 


ANY letters are received each fall and winter in 
which inquiries are made about the methods of 
growing mushrooms. One should know something of 
the nature and requirements of the plant before attempt- 
ing to grow it. This is particularly true of mushrooms, 
since there are no other horticultural plants like them. 


Because of a lack of this knowledge many people fail, 
and this is not surprising, as they are regarded as the 
most exacting of plants. 

Mushrooms belong to a vast family of plants which 
have no green coloring matter and produce neither 
flowers nor seeds. Lacking the green coloring matter, 
they are unable to manufacture pliant food, so live upon

EVERY MIRROR POISONS SOMEBODY. 
Every mirror is made at the cost of human suffering 
and poisoning. The silvering of the glass by applying a 
layer of tinfoil alloyed with mercury involves so much 
risk of poisoning the work people constantly breathing 
the mercury vapor that numerous attempts have been 
‘made to use another meta] for the purpose. 


It was shown by Liebig that a fine adherent deposit 
of metallic silver could be applied to glass by reducing 
a solution of a silver salt with milk sugar, so this method 
has been employed as a commercial process. There 
have been partly successful attempts to get a like de- 
posit af copper. 

The mirror often lacks brilliance, and is usually dis- 
figured with stains. But it has been found, by F. D. 
'Chattaway, of England, that solutions of copper salts 
‘can produce brilliant reddish films of metallic copper 
| which are as perfect reflectors as silver mirrors. His 
‘method of coating glass with a layer of copper, it is 
| thought, will probably be used extensively in making 
'mirrors and other glassware articles.—[Chicago Trib-

These are our 
natural food. We have only one stomach, while the cow 
has several, and while the cow can digest grass, we 
must cook it if we eat it, and even then we have diffi- 
culty in digesting such provender. Jocko and I do not 


try to eat grass, either in the shape of raw salads or. 
is my practice, and-I have so arranged matters that I 


cooked “greens.” Jocko does not eat flesh meat. He 
could have ¢resh tiger meat or lion steak on his table 
every day if he so desired, but he abhors flesh as food, 
and in this respect Jocko and I are agreed. It has now 
been sixteen years since I ate flesh, or fowl, and Jocko 
never ate the horrid stuff. That is where Jocko is my 
superior, and the superior of every one of my human 
brothers and sisters who devour the food intended for 
tigers and dogs. Birds and chickens have gizzards with 
which to grind seeds of grain, but Jocko and I have no 
gizzards, so we eat no grain, except when it Is “in the 
milk,” before it is hardened. I make apology to Jocko. 
It is he that eats no grain except in the milk, while I 
do sometimes eat thoroughly cooked grafhs, such as rice 
granose, and zwieback, but I am reforming, and eat less 
and less of the seeds of grass, as the days go on, and 
soon I. will eat none. 

“During sixteen years that [ have abstained from flesh. 
fish. and fowl, I have rung the changes of all sorts of 
food, except flesh, fish and fowl. I have eaten eggs, but- 
ter, cheese and all sorts of vegetables, from cabbages 
to turnips. At first I mixed strawberries and cherries 
with cauliflower and beets: drank cow's milk and ate 
custard ple; ate slapjacks and molasses, and graham 
mush with honey. Gradually I learned that such in- 
discriminating diet was worse than fleshing-eating. Then 
I took another reef in my mainsail, ‘steered clear of 
mixing vegetables with ¢ruit, and quit eating sloppy food 
and sticky pancakes. By degrees I learned to discard 
raw starch, cow’s milk, eggs, cheese, cow's butter—in- 
deed all animal products, so that I now have no use for 
any animal on my premises, except the desert canary 
bird. sometimes called donkey— at least, [ have no 
use for any products of the animals for eating purposes. 


“My cousin Jocko has led the same abstemious life in 
the jungle, and he is likewise strong and well. Jocko 
has the advantage of me in being quite uncivilized, 
while I am living with civilized people who smoke to- 
bacco in my face and wonder why I refuse to drink whis- 
ky with them. I have seen a goodly number of these 
whisky drinkers and hog eaters pass in their checks 
while we were prospecting for gold in Alaska and on the 
desert. They are dead and I am alive; if they had lived 
as Jocko and I live, they might also still be alive and 
enjoying life.

Rational Treatment of influenza. 
HE “grip,” or influenza, continues prevalent here, as 


in other parts of the country. Evidently, atmospheric 
conditions are just now favorable to its development, 


Neither it nor any other disease is a mysterious dispen- 


paid for infractions of the laws of Nature, who plays 
no favorites. 

Here are some sensible suggestions for the rational 
treatment of influenza by H. Kress, M.D., in “Life and 
Health:” 

“Great injury is often done by employing the much- 
advertised influenza remedies. The simplest methods of 
treatment are the best. The main object of the treat- 
ment should not be to reduce the temperature, but to 
assist nature in her efforts to oxidize and eliminate the 
poisons which are responsible dor the disturbed circu- 
lation, the rise of temperature, and other unpleasant 
symptoms. 

“Various simple means may be used, but the follow- 
ing treatment I have found most convenient and ef- 
fective for use in the home: Give the patient a copious 
enema to flush out the colon. Follow this with a sweat 
bath, which may be taken by placing the feet in a bath 
as hot as can be borne, to which two tablespoonfuls of 
mustard have been added. The patient and the bucket 
should be surrounded with several blankets to confine 
the steam, a hot-water bag should be appiied to the 


spine, and cloths wrung out of cold water be placed on | 


the head. Hot lemonade or hot water should be taken 
freely, and hot water should be added to the leg bath 
from time to time. 

“If this is carried out properly, in a few minutes 
profuse perspiration will result. 

“After the patient has been sweating for fifteen min- 
utes, place him at once in a warm bed, wrap him in a 
sheet wrung out of cold water, cover up well, and en- 
courage perspiration for thirty minutes, or even an 
hour. If the patient is well covered, the windows may 


be opened. At the expiration of this time, the room . 
should be warmed, and a cool or tepid sponge-bath | 
should be given, and the bedding changed. Then have | 
the patient remain quiet in bee. One treatment is 
usually sufficient. 

“Abstinence from solid food is an important part of 
the treatment. Fruit juices, preferably orange juice or 
grape juice, will be found valuable for a day or two. A 
well beaten raw egg may be added to the fruit juice, if 
desired, on the second day. The bowels should be kept 
open, and the patient kept from work and at rest for a 
full week, as a rule. I this rational treatment is 
adopted, the patient’s health will be better after his 
recovery than before he had the influenza; for nature 
has been successful in ridding the system of the spe- 
cific influenza poison, and also of other impurities.” 

To the above, the editor adds, for the benefit of those 
who may have missed it, the following extract from an 


a couple of weeks ago: 

“Whatever you do, be sure you avoid drugs, in every 
form. They may, it is true, temporarily alleviate some 
of the symptoms, but you will hear from them later. 
The ‘regulars’ recommend. whisky, quinine, plentecin— 
in. regard to which one medical ‘authority’ states, in a 
footnote, that this is a ‘powerful medicine’—Dover’s 
powder, codeine, strychnine and cathartics to open the 
bowels. All this is exceedingly wrong and foolish. If 
the bowels do not operate naturally, take an enema. In- 
stead of the quinine, which, like other poisonous drugs, 
always leaves bad after effects, in the shape of deaf- 
ness and other troubles, try this, which the editor has 
found most excellent, to ald nature in throwing off mor- 
bid matter, and establishing normal conditions: Take 
a good-sized pomelo, wash it, cut it up, place it in a 
bowl, including seeds and skin, pour thereon a quart of 
boiling water, mash it up with a potato masher, let it

The Supreme Court Rebukes the Medical Trust. 


S mentioned recently in this department, Eugene 


Christian of New York, who calls himself a “food 
scientist,” and is president of a company that puts up 
raw foods, was arrested, some time ago, at the instiga- 
tion of the County Medical Society of New York, 
through its detectives, for the heinous crime of giving 
people advice astio what they should eat so as to im- 


prove their health. As previously remarked, the editor 


has no particular use for these messed and mussed-up 
foods, preferring to take his raw food “straight”—and 
fresh. However, Christian has been doing good work 
in teaching people to investigate the diet question. The 


preposterous idea of arresting him for such a cause 


shows to what an extent the medical trust has been 


driven by its irritation over the growing antagonism of 
the public toward medical tyranny. In other words: 
“Whom the gods wish to destroy, they fi 3t make a 

Mr. Christian writes to the editor that ois case, which 
was appealed to the Supreme Court, has by 
that court In his favor. A decision was 
on December 20, reversing the decision of 
court, and exonerating Mr. Christian completely, in the 
following words: 

“As upon the whole case we find that no crime was 
committed and that the defendant was Improperly con- 
victed, the Judgment appealed from should be reversed.” 

This case is of unusual importance, owing to the fact 
that it is the first one on record, of its kind, in the 
United States. It is of great importance, further, be- 
cause it is the first official decision ever handed down 
from a court giving the chemist or the scientist a right 
to prescribe for disease, or in any way attempt to relieve 
human suffering. One of the most eminent doctors in 
New York, a few weeks ago, in discussing this ques- 
tion. before a public gathering, said: “This decision is 
very sweeping, and if it holds good, it is liable, in ten 
years from today, to make of the chemist or scientist 
the real doctor, and make of the drug doctor the real 
faker.” 


Mr. Christian states that since this decision has been 
handed down, he has received more congratulations 
from the medical fraternity than he has from laymen. 
He has had over a hundred telegrams from magazines 
and newspapers, for accounts of his persecution and vin- 
dication. The representatives of the medical trust cer- 
tainly made a bad break when they had Mr. Christian 
arrested on this absurd charge. This is when they 
caught a Tartar. 

Mr. Christian's booklet, “The Crime of Medical Legis- 
lation,” referred to briefly in these columns a few 
months ago, was written by him on the night he was 
convicted by the lower courts. It will be sent on receipt 
of 10 cents, in postage stamps.

Even in the rare cases 
that are recognized and isolated before the infectious 
period is reached, the sick person is visited by the doc- 
tor, who tis a human being, subject to sickness, and even 
occasionally to death, and certainly as likely as any 
other human being—or even as a rat or a flea—to carry 
contagion, if such a thing were possible. 

The contagion superstition will die a hard death, be- 
cause, with it once removed, much of the power of the 
doctors to frighten and impress the public will be gone.

Gold Coast of Africa. 
COMFORTS AND DISCOMFORTS IN 
“THE WHITE MAN’s GRAVE.”

HERE the west coast of Africa makes .. .veat 
easterly bend, inclosing the bights of Bia- 
fra and Benin, just north of the equator, lies 
the British colony of the Gold Coast, sandwiched in be- 
tween the French Céte d'Ivoire on the west and ihe 
kingdoms of Ashanti and Dahomey to the north and 
east. 


Attracted by the rich deposits of gold the English, 
Dutch and Portuguese, as early as the middle of the 
seventeenth century, established trading posts and built 
forts along this strip of coast. Partly by conquest and 
partly by purchase the English gradually gained con- 
trol of all the fortified towns, organized the country into 
a crown colony and extended their territory northward 
into the country of the fierce Ashantis. On the map 
the whole west coast is now parceled off into neat slabs 
of different colors denoting the possessions of various 
European governments, but for all practical purposes it 
might be placed under one flag as the empire of the El- 
der Dempster Steamship Company. It is Elder Demp- 
ster who carries the freights, discounts the bilis and 
dictates the policies of West Africa, and from Sierra 
Leone to the Congo it is impossible to engage in any 
venture of any kind whatsoever without in some way 
paying tribute to that enterprising firm; in fact it is 
impossible to arrive at or leave the coast save in their 
boats. 


The first thing that the passenger for the Gold Coast 
hears of on board is the fever, and it remains the chief 
topic of conversation throughout the voyage. As soon 
as the peaks of Sierra Leone appear swimming in the 
pale blue African haze, the returning “Old Coaster” 
produces his clinica] thermometer and his box of quinine 
tablets and begins to make grim bets as to who will 
see the first of December, the month of November, when 
the country is drying after the rains, being accounted 
the most deadly. This fever talk, with its gruesome an- 
ecdotes, pervades all coast conversation, which is per- 
haps natural, considering that from 30 to 40 per cent. 
of the white population annually die from malaria! af- 
fections and there are innumerable cases on record of 
young men who have died within twenty-four hours of 
landing. The West Coast fever is merciful in its swift- 
ness; a night and a day generally 
death. 


mouth of the Niger, there is not a vestige of a harbor; 
—for nearly 2000 miles West Africa presents three un- 
broken lines to the observer on shipboard: The dark 
wall of forest at the back, then a strip of glaring sand 
beach and a line of flashing surf. All passengers and 
freight must land on the open beach after running the 
gauntiet of those enormous combing waves, and fre- 
quently steamers have to lie for two or three days off 
Akra or Cape Coast Castle before the surf calms down 
sufficiently to allow the passage of the broafi-beamed, 
double-ended surf boats manned by their crews of naked 
black giants, who ply their paddles and run the break- 
ers with the skill of a hereditary calling. 


The first glimpse of a Gold Coast port, before too 
close acquaintance has been made with it, is picturesque; 
the chief feature is always the old Dutch or Portu- 
guese castle to whose presence the town owes its ex- 
istence. Masses of stone, built in the approved fashion 
of 400 years ago, they dominate the scene with an air 
of assured substantiality. Scattered along the beach are 
the “factories”—so called from the Portuguese word 
“facteria,” meaning a warehouse—of the great trading 
companies of Miller & Co., Swanzey & Sons, and the 
ubiquitous Elder Dempster Company. Behind these, in 
a forest of cocoa palms, lies the native town, a huddle of 
mud huts, with the residence of the local king lording it 
in their midst. Streets there are none, merely narrow 
passages between the houses that as often as not end 
in an impasse, and are always so choked with garbage 
and filth that white men make it a rule never to walk 
in them. If it is necessary to go any place in the town 
that cannot be reached from the beach they invariably, 
use their hammocks. These hammocks are the only 
conveyance known to the coast and are, perhaps, the 
most comfortable conveyance used anywhere. They are 
slung on long poles and shielded from sun and rain by 
canvas top and curtains. The motive power is the legs 
of four stalwart Krooboys who shoulder the poles and 
carry one at a brisk trot that never slackens for hours 
together. 

The main industry of the coast is still mining, but the 
rich placer deposits have all been worked out, and there 
remains only low-grade ore, the expense of mining 
which, in a country where there are absolutely no roads 
and where every piece of machinery has to be carried 
on the heads of negro porters to its destination, some- 
times a week's journey through the bush, has caused 


paramount chief of Impatassi at Dixcove, a huge build- 
ing in Spanish style, erected around courtyard after 
courtyard and containing nearly 100 rooms. In the usual 
manner of tropical residences the living-rooms are on 
the second story while the ground floor is given over to 
storerooms and the barracoons where, in the days of 
the slave trade, were kept the prisoners from the in- 
terior until the swift-winged slave ships came around 
to collect tne season’s catch. In these dungeons may 
still be seen the shackles and chains hanging on the 
walls, and one has only to dig up the dirt floor to find 
the bones of those who died while waiting to be shipped. 
In the central courtyard are the graves of the chiefs 
and the royal treasure-house where are stored the tri- 
bal jewels, consisting of strings of gold nuggets, 
roughly-carved golden turtles, fishes, birds, and stores 
of gold dust. Many of the chiefs possess fortunes in 
these jewels alone besides owning large tracts of land 
and deriving revenues from timber concessions and min- 
ing claims leased to white men. Though stripped of 
much of their power, they are still men of influence, 
being confirmed in their positions by the colonial gov- 
ernment as administrators of their various districts. 


The Gold Coast natives, the Ashantis and Fantees, 
are lazy and worthless for purposes of labor. Most of 
the work of the coast is performed by gangs of Kroo- 
boys, a set of good-natured, physically magnificent sav- 
ages from Liberia. These Krooboys are in great de- 
mand all down the coast as miners, porters and canoe- 
men. By a few years’ labor coupled with judicious pil- 
fering they can amass sufficient money and loot to re- 
tura to Liberia, buy two or three wives, and settle down 
as landed proprietors. The Liberian government exacts 


a tax of ten shillings ($2.50) on each man leaving the. 


country, and the evasion of this tax has given rise to a 
modern system of “blackbirding.” With lights dimmed 
the southbound steamer runs in at night close to some 
Kroo village and softly sounds her whistle. Within half 
an hour she is surrounded by a fieet of canoes, and the 
Krooboys, grinning, chattering giants, swarm aboard 
and light-heartedly set sail for foreign lands with no 
other baggage than a pipe and a loin cloth. The Libe- 
rian government keeps a gunboat that is supposed to 
patrol. the coast and prevent such evasions of the emi- 
gration tax, but she spends most of her time comfort- 
ably piled up on one of the shifting sand banks, and 
the trade. goes merrily on. Arriving at the southern 
ports the captain apportions the Krooboys to whom- 
ever will pay their passage to the steamship company, 
and the emigration tax—which he is politely supposed 
to have paid—to himseW. As a steamer often ships 
two or three hundred Kroos, this amounts to a pleasant 
amount of side money for the captain. 

Since the decline of the mines, the attempt has been 
made to engage in the culture of cocoa and coffee, but 
the lack of reliable labor, the deadly climate and the 
prevalent insect pests have in most instances caused the 
abandoument of the plantations. Owing to the presence 
of the tsetse fly, the Gold Coast has no domestic animal 


but the goat; experiments have been made in the natu-- 


ralization of horses and cattle, but those that have es- 
caped the fly have sooner or later fallen victims to the 
ravages of the terrible “driver” ant, one of the 
scourges of the country. These ants, which are about 
hal an inch long, with a bite several times larger than 
their bodies, travel in columns that may be anywhere 
from a few feet to a hundred yards in width, and often 
over a mile long. Marching straight ahead, turning 
aside for nothing, they clear the country of any flesh, 
living or dead, that lies in their path and cannot escape 
If a village Me in their line of march, the inhabitants 
are obliged to flee until the ants have passed on. 

The writer well remembers a tight spent with “dri- 
vers” during a visit to his nearest white neighbor, who 
lived some forty miles away in the bush. Being awak- 
ened by a commotion in the chicken yard, he and his 
host sallied forth to ascertain the cause, and found the 
ground already black with the advance guard of a “dri- 
ver” army. A dew vicious bites on the ankles soon 
caused them to leave the chickens to their fate. The 
house, a loosely-built shack of bamboo, offered no pro- 
tection, so, firing some shots to warn the Krooboys, 
they were forced to take to the bush, where they spent 
the night, in pajamas and slippers, and found from 
practical experience that every vegetable production of 
West Africa either scratches or stings. In the morning 
the ants were gone, and with them every vestige of food 
that was not hermetically sealed in tin; of the chickens 
that, like the geese of the capitol, had sounded the 
alarm, there were left only a piles of feathers and 
neatly-picked bones. 

One good office the ants perform. After a “driver” 
army has passed by, one’s house is free from cock- 
roaches, spiders, lizards, rats and the other familiar 
pests, those that did not escape in time having all been 
devoured. One's house is cleansed, if not garnishe:. 

Taken all in all, the Gold Coast is a strange elemen- 
tal country, drearily defiant of the efforts of man. The
